Althouch  tlif  Empire  air  training  .scheme  is  to 
be  centred  In  this  Dominion,  it  is  Australia  that 
has  made  the  first  announbiement  of  tbe  extent 
of  its  participation.  It  Is  to  .spcMid  $178,000,000  In 
the  next  three  years  as  its  contribution  to  the 
establishment  and  malnenance  of  an  Air  Force. 
The  Australian  personnel  to  receive  training  la 
that  period  will  be  10,400  pilots  and  15,600  ob- 
servers, wireless  operators  and  air  gunners.  It 
Is  only  a  fraction  of  this  personnel  that  wUl  be 
tr. lined  In  Can.'tda.  The  great  majority  WlU  com- 
plete their  tralnhig  in  .Australia.  Mr.  R.  G.  Men- 
zles.  the  Prima  Minlstar,  tells  of  the  substantial 
aid  to  be  given  by  Great  Britain  to  the  building 
up  of  an  Au.itralian  flying  personnel.  The  Mother 
Country  will  pay  50  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  engines 
re  quired  for  airplanes  for  elementary  trainUig, 
and  will  contribute  to  the  cost  of  other  aircraft 
needed  to  supplement  Australian  production. 
Moreover.  Great  Brltahi  will  donate  Falrey  battle 
l)lanes  and  Avro-An.sons  needed  for  advance 
trahiing  of  pilots,  and  will  provide  histructors  to 
supplement  those  In  Australia.  When  the  air  per- 
sonnel proceeds  f)versea.s  they  will  be  attached 
to  the  Royal  Air  Force,  though  maintaining  their 
Identity,  and  will  be  paid  allowances  and  pen- 
sions thereafter  by  the  British  Government. 

What  Is  planned  enables  Australia  to  build  up 
an  Air  Force  larger  than  would  have  been  po.s.sible 
through  her  own  resources.  The  announcement 
made  by  Mr  .Menzies  give?  an  inkhng  that  the 
Empire  air  training  centre  to  be  established  In 
Canada  will  not  be  so  elaborate  as  at  first  planned. 
Presumably  the  same  conditions  as  apply  to 
AustraUa  will  apply  also  to  New  Zealand.  The 
latter  Dominion  Is  to  participate  In  the  training 
In  Canada,  but  only  to  a  limited  degree.  A  con- 
siderable proportion  of  her  air  personnel  will  be 
trained  at  home,  or,  If  considered  more  feasible 
on  account  of  the  facilit lei, now  devised  by  and 
on  behalf  ^f  the  Australian  Oovemment.

U.S.  Chamber  of  Commerce 
Would  Remove  Relief 
From  Federal  Bodiee 

WAaRINdTON.  Dec.  17  -The 
United  States  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce recommended  today  that  re- 
lief be  turned  back  gradually  to  tht 
states,  contending  It  wodld  result  in 
Improved  care  of  the  needy  at  lower 
co>t. 

"It  is.  apparent  from  the  methods 
thus  far  pursued  by  the  Federal 

Government.".,  a  ciiamber  committee 
reported,  "that  It  la  remote,  too  large 
and  too  clumsy  for  efficient  ad- 
ministration of  local  relief.  .  .  . 
Thtts  it  is  clear  that,  Inherently,  the 
direct  participation  of  the  Federal 
Oovernment  in  relief  activiUes  is  ex- 
tremely costly.'* 

In  a  statement  acrompanylng  the 
release  of  the  report,  the  chamber 
.said  that  the  committee  had  given 
n\onths  <4  study  to  the  problem  of 
relief. 

RELIEF  NEEDED 
"The  report  in  no  way  minimised 
the  need  foi«rellef,"  the  statement 
added.  "What  it  attempts  to  point 
out  is  that  means  must  l>e  found 
to  bring  down  its  cast*,  which,  if 
carried  on  at  the  present  rate  of 
ei^nse  orer  a  period  of  yean. 
Inevitably  will  wreck  the  country 
economically." 

Prr.Mdent  Gibson  Carey,  of  the 
chamber,  sent  the  repwt  to  member 
organisations  with  a  request  for  "an 
active  anri  sustained  attempt  to 
follow  .such  suggested  procedure  as 
•rnv  fit  your  community  and  the 
possibiliUes  of  your  organisation."

$450  was  involved  :•  wa-  necessary  for  til.' 
council  to  put  a  bylaw  before  the  people 
wfaldi  IttoJudad  cl#utcs  permittint  the 


establishment  of  a  free  public  library  un- 
der the  control  of  the  council.  In  spite  of 
very  strong  *Slifonal.s  ui  favor  of  the  pro- 
ject the  bylaw  lo.st  Mi  James  Fell,  al- 
ways a  staunch  friend  pf  the  library,  made 
himself  personally  responsible  for  the  sum 
involved  rather  than  let  ttoc  books  beacAt- 
tered  by  auction.

C^AVBS,  said  to  have  been  tribal  centrea 
>  and  strongholds  in  pre  Saxon  days, 
and  which  were  probably  used  a.s  the  hid- 
ing places  iDf  Jack  Cade's  followers  when 
they  were  planning  their  marrh  on  Lon> 
dot^  in  1450.  have  been  rediscovered  at 
Greenwich,  after  being  blocked  for  over 
eighty  yeart,  and  wUl  now  be  used  a4  air 
raid  shelters. 

The  main  chamber  is  circular  and  forty 
feet  in  diameter.  Leaililng  from  It  are 
three  .smaller  rooms  and  then  a  long 
winding  passage  to  an  old  well  chamber.. 
The  well,  twenty-one  feet  deep,  is  partly 
lined  with  brick  and  was  found  to  be 
quite  dry  and  well  preserved.  One  cham- 
ber waa  used  In  bygone  times  for  danelng 
and  .social  gatherings,  .■^tiu  contained  the 
remains  of  a  bar,  surrounded  by  broken 
bottles.  It  was  dosed  In  1892  after  a 
masked  ball  In  which  the  air  became  foul 
and  there  was  a  panic.  The  chambers 
vary  In  height  ^ from  ski  feet  to  twelve 
feet,  and  their  chalk  faces  are  covered 
with  dates  and  names.  When  alterations 
are  completed,  they  will  shelter  1,000  per- 
sons from  akr  raids.

the  devoted  efforts  of  the  librarian  it  had 
become  Increasingly  impossible  to  c%rry 
on  the  work  with  insufficient  funds,  .so 
that,  by  1897.  all  were  agreed  that  the  li- 
brary was  a  discraco  and  that  drastic  re- 
form was  Imperative,  and  the  first  step 
towards  securing  a  Carnegie  grant  were 
taken.  • 

Tilt  Carnegie  Grant 

THERE  was  opposltlpn  to  the  Idea,  but' 
In   1902  the  citizens  pa.s.sed  a  bylaw 
accepting  Mr.  Carnegie's  gift  of  $5U.0OO 
and  guaranteebig.to  provide  a  site  and 
$5,000  a  year  for  maintenance. 

There  are  still  people  who  think  that 
the  Carnegie  Corporation  exercises  a  meas- 
ure of  control  over  the  library.  Such  is 
not  the  case.  Mr.  Carnegie  imposed  only 
one  condition,  that  the  city  should  guar- 
antee to  maintain  the  library,  thereby 
ensuring  that  his  idea,  that  n  library 
should  be  supported  by  taxes  and  give 
free  service  tO  a)l  eltlaena  of  a  city,  should 
be  carried  out  Incidentally,  in  1917  all 
Carnegie  assistance  for  public  library 
buildings  was  discontinued  and  grants 
Were  given  for  education  for  llbrarianshlp, 
for  collections  of  books  in  college  libraries 
and  for  rural  txtenalon. 

Judging  from  the  correspondence  in  the 

press,  quite  a  controversy  arose  over  the 
site.  This  was  solved  by  a  gift  of  $700 
from  the  ifte  Stephen  Jones,  proprieter 
of  the  Dort|lnlon  Hotel,  which  enabled^ the 
council  to  purcha.se  the  property  at  the 
corner  of  Yates  and  Blansbard  Streets, 
Five  plans  for  the  building  were  submitted 
and  after  careful  consideration,  that  sub- 
mitted oy  Hooper  and  Watklns  waa  ac- 

rrpted 

The  cornerstone  was  laid  In  October, 
llOi  by  WUUam  Mbrthcott  tin  build- 


ing inspector,  and  the  building  was  opened 
to  the  public  on  January  2.  1906,  About 
four  thou.<;and  books  were  moved  into  the 
.  new  building  which  had  stack  accom- 
ihodatlon  for  15,0Q0>olume8. 

The  t>\I.iw  provided  that  the  manage- 
ment of  the  library  be  placed  In  the  hands 
of  a  commission  of  three  appointed  by  the 
council.  The  first  members  were  Alder- 
man Thornton  Fell.  cha4rman;  Rev.  Can- 
on Bcanlands  and  E.  O.  8.  Schofleld,  Pro- 
vincial librarian  and  archlvUt. 

Mr  Goward,  who  died  In  1005,  u.-is 
succeeded  by  Dr,  J.  G.  Hands  who  retired 
In  1912.  During  his  term  of  offtee  the 
cIo,<!ed  shelf  system  was  in  operation.  One 
Interesting  Item  In  the  day  book  for  1907' 
was  the  purchase  of  the  indicator  remem- 
bered with  longing  by  .some  who  u.se  the 
library  today.  For  those  who  may  not 
know,  an  indicator  was  a  large  frame  in 
which  colored  card.s  were  insert-Pd  to  indi- 
cate whetlier  a  byok  was  in  or  not;  pink 
If  the  book  waa  In,  blue  If  not. 

In  19LS  Mdas  Helen  Stewast.  a  graduate 
of  the  Nipw  York  Public  Library  School 
was  appointed  librarian  and  the  work  of 
reorganizing  the  library  along  modern 
lines  was  commenced.  It  is  well-known 
that  no  other  person  has  done  more  for 
the  development  <'f  hbrary  service  in  Brit- 
ish Columbia  than  Miss  Stewart.  Under 
her  regime  the  open  shelf  sy.stem.  the 
Dewey  Decimal  classification  and  the  card 
catalogue  were  Introduced  into  the  local 
library.  Separate  Reference  and  Juvenile 
Dep.irtments  were  opened;  the  establish- 
ment of  an  apprentice  class  in  which  stu- 
dents were  trained  for  Junior  positions  in 
this  and  other  librrtrles.  Many  who  took 
this  course  later  attended  schools  of  li- 
brary setence  In  Canada  and  the  United 
states,  and  have  held  or  are  holding  re- 
sponsible positions  both  on  this  continent 
and  elaewhcrt. 


Probably  Dr.  Stewarts  most  important 
contribution  to  the  development  of  hbrar- 
les  111  this  province  wa.'  iIm  establishment 
of  the  principle  of  professional  training 
for  members  of  the  staff. 

Dr.  Stewart  resigned  in  1924  and  the 
present  librarian  was  iM>pointed« 

Quality  of  Serricc 

IN  reviewing  the  work  of  the  ptAt  Sev- 
cnty-five  years  we  realize  that  while 
there  have  been  many  changes  in  meth- 
od., the  greatest  ehanpe  has  been  in.  the 
quahty  of  service  given,  a  service  made 
necessary  by  the  changing  reading  inter- 
ests and  needs  of  the  public. 

A  library  is  no  longer  m'^rely  "a  foun- 
tain of  knowledge,  it  Is  a  work^ihop  In 
which  books  are  the  tools  used  by  people 
in  their  trades,  professionn  and 'the  Job  of 

living. 

One  particularly  interesting  and  valu- 
able service  is  the  preparation  of  biblio- 
graphies on  .subjerfs  of  current  interest 
for  study  and  discussion  groups,  as  well  aa 
organized  reading  cour^  for  Individual 
readers 

The  library  has  co-operated  with  the 
education  departitients  of  the  city  and 
Province  m  prnvidlng  cla.'^s  room  librarKs 
to  the  schools  and  by  giving  courses  In 
school  llbrarianshlp  at  the  Summer  school. 

Members  of  the  staff  have  won  recog- 
nition by  their  contribution  to  the  pro- 
vincial, regional  and  International  pro- 
fessional a.vv  ir;atlfii.<;,  either  in  preparing 
and  presenting  papers^  at  conferences,  as 
officers  or  as  committee  members. 

Twenty-five  years  ago  the  library  co- 
operated with  the  Department  of  Nation- 
al Defence  by  placing  collections  of  books 
in  the  I  a. .li  ,iiid  military  camps.  Today 
we  arc  doing  the  .same  thmg.  One  of  Dr. 
Hands'  asslsUnts  was  Miss  "Bobby "  Waker 
who  later  trained  as  a  iuir.se  and  was 
killed  at  Etaples.  Or.  Stewart  served 
overseas  with  the  French  Red  Cros.s,  while 
tlirer  of  the  page.s  were  In  the  C  E  F  To- 
day two  more.  John  Moloney  and  William 
Muncy  art  with  the  Koyal  Air  Force. 


New  Building  Required 

IT  is  obvious  to  the  most  ca.sual  observer 
that  the  building,  built  to  house  15,000 
books  and  into  which  are  crammed  53,- 
450  in  addition  to  files  of  periodicals, 
newspapers  and  Government  documents. 
Is  no  longer  adequate  for  the  service  de- 
manded and  given.  Some  scheme  of  ex- 
pansion will  have  to  be  deviseid  in  the  very 
near  future.

1).\RIS  A  great  transformation  has 
come  over  France's  famous  castles  and 
historic  homes.  They  have  been  vacated, 
temporally,  by  most  of  the  French  aris- 
tocracy, many  having  been  turned  into 
hospitals,  others  lent  to  various  organiz- 
ations working  in  war  relief,  some  lent  to 
Polish  refugees. 

A  number  of  large  hou.ses  in  Pans  ha\e 
been  iilaeed  at  the  disposal  of  the  P'renen 
Government,  among  them  the  residence... 
of  two  foreign  ministers.  M.  Simon  Patl- 
no,  probably  Europe's  wealthiest  foreign 
diplomat.  Is  the  millionaire  Bolivian  Mm- 
Ister.  He  has  handed  over  both  his  houses. 
Tha_house  he  recently  purcha.sed  for  a 
Legation  has  been  tendered  to  the  Oov- 
ernntient  by  the  Peruvian  Minister. 

Not  a  few  eminent  Englishwomen  are 

among  the  workers  In  the  courilry  iiou.se 
private  hospitals  and  the  entente  cordi- 
ale  is  also  .well  served  by  the  Anglo-Frei»h 
Ambulance  Corps.  Mary  Borden,  the  nov- 
elist and  wife  of  Brigadier-General  Spears, 
has  ^quipped  her  own  hospital  unit,  which 
;s  now  being  aftached  to  the  Forces  She 
IS  already  p'roficlent  In  the  organization 
of  war  hospitals,  having  run  one  In  France 
during  the  last  war.  That  wais,  m  fact, 
how  she  met  and  married  Brigadier-Gen- 
eral Spears,  who  Waa  then  atnrtng  as  liai- 
son officer  in  Paris. 

The  Anglo-French  Ambulanc*  Corp.! 
did  very  valuable  work  over  here  in  the 
1914-18  hostilities,  when  a  hundred  ambu- 
lance cars  were  equipped  and  attached  to 
the  French  Sante  MiUUire,  mostly  with 
drivers  recruited  from  British  sub)oe|^ 
resident  in  France.  Now  this  organization 
is  working  again  on  tho.«e  lines  The  KUig 
of  England  and  the  French  President  are 
the  Patrons-in-Chief  of  the  Corps,  while 
Other  patrons  include  the  Prime  Mmisters 


of  both  countries  and  many  other  of  theif 
great  personalities.

Perhaps  the 
beat  evidence  of  the  warmth  outside  the 
atetlstlcal  recorrf.s  of  ttip  Mptrorologlcal 
Obaervatory  hua  been  the  light  nurtiieriy 
Winds  which  have  actually  been  balmier 
than  the  wf'.strrllps,  and  have  Imparted  to 
the  atmosphere  a  quaUty  we  generally  as- 
aoeiaU  with  the  beet  of  April  weather.  We 
had  our  Indian  Summer  earlier  with  it.s 
•unnj,hasy  days,  though  without  Uye  light 
nif htly  fhNts  that  tharacterlte  the  seaaoh 
In  the  drier  regions  to  the  rast  The  "type 
apeclea"  oecura  from  the  Mi^lssippl  Valley 
to  the  Atlantic,  for  It  was^lhere  that  the 
name  was  first  glv^n.  Its  qualities  are  well 
given  bjr  Lowell: 

What  vlalonary  tints  the  year  puts  on 
When  falling  leaves  falter  through  mo- 
tionless air 
Or  humbly  cling  and  shiver  to  be  gone! 

How  fuse  and  mix,  with  what  unfelt

But  the  Summer  of  St.  Martin  Is  quite 
a  different  tiling.  The  name  comes  to  us 
from  England,  where  It  was  familiar  In 
ShsJcespeare'a  time.  The  Maid  of  Orleans 
la  "long  Henry  VX,"  part  X,  scene  2,  says: 

Assigned  as  I  to  be  the  English  scourge.

Expect  Saint  Martin's  Summer,  halycon 
days, 

Since  I  have  enured  into  these  wars. 

It  Is  a  period  of  mild,  damp  weather 
with  interspersed  rainstorms  occurring  be- 
tween the  middle  of  November  and  ChrLst- 
mas,  the  Saint's  day  being  uu  November 
11.  Now  we  are  enjoying  as  I  write  some- 
thing a  little  brttrr  than  our  usual  St. 
Martin's  Summer   perhaps,  but   there  Is 
little  to  t>e  seen  in  garden  or  wild  that  we 
cannot  see  most  Decembers  If  not  all  Two 
doors  from  here  In  Mrs.  Gardner's  border 
the  snowdrops  are  In  flower  as  they  have 
been  every  December  for  the  past  sixteen 
years.   The  Ivy  :.s  slill  freely  fluwennft  anM 
Its  blooms  feed  the  Insects  when  tlier'- 
Is  little  necUr  elsewhere.   The  later 
chrysanthemum.s  hang  heavily  because  of 
rain  and  mist,  and   there  are   still  odd 
flowers  on  the  late  ahooU  of  the  Michael- 
ma.s  daUiea.    The  pink  primroses  are  In 
flower,  having  appeared  In  November  Just 
as  they  did  in  1901— as  I  noted  at  the  end 
of  White  s  Naturalist  Calendar  with  the 
surpri^  rt  a  newcomer  from  the  prairies. 
The  tn.ali  blue  violets,  the  sweetest  in 
•ecnt,  thoagh  usually  short  in  sUlk.  havf 
beer  ir  f.^er  for  weeks.    The  Cornish 
hcain  ju^  continues  to  throw  out  lu  pink 
flowers  and  white  on  the  summits  of  the 
fhovU.  soctthicg  I  have  never  known  it 
do^for*    »   late.   The  Mediterranean 
heatn  tu  here  and  there  a  single  pink 
be«  to  ar..%vjnce  presuturely  tlie  flowers 
of  nex:  Sf  ."./.!    TaltJrig  it  oh  the  whole, 
so^.e  fi'.wer  a  little  earlier" 


than  usual,  just  as  the  seasoQ  has  been 
a  little  warmer  than  usual.   '  ■ 

The  Old  Fable 

THE  "halcyon  days"  refer  to  the  old 
fable  according  to  which  the  king- 
fisher, called  in  Greek  the  halcyon,  nested 

and  hatched  its  eggs  during  this  season 
when  the  weather  was  still  and  calm. 

I  always  feel  a  lltUe  doubtful  about 
weather  milder  or  calmer  than  usual;  per- 
haps it  Is  akin  to  the  feeling  that  leads 
some  people  when  they  have  recounted 
some  fortunate  occurrence  or  condition  to 
"touch  wood."  An  illustration  of  what  X 
mean  came  to  me  the  other  day  in  an  old 
newspaper  cutting  from  The  Amateur 
Gardener  for  FMuruary  S,  IMC.  The  con- 
ditions referred  to  occurred  in  the  North 
of  England  and  were,  of  cqurse,  quite 
other  than  ours.  The  cutting  contains  ths 
following  letter:  "The  Winter  of  1843-44 
commenced  early  In  November.  We  had 
a  slight  frost  and  some  snow  for  about 
three  weeks,  alter  that  nothing  but  south- 
we.st  winds  and  .sunny  weather,  which 
continued  up  to  Christmas  Day— and  on 
that  day  It  was  sultry  and  warsi,  Id  Wuch^ 
so  .that  in  northern  parts  they  were  bath- 
ing In  the  rivers  ai^d  burns.  The  mild 
weather  continued  through  January  and 
caused  the  trees  to  come  into  full  leaf.  In 
February  many  kinds  were  In  bloom  in  the 
orchards,  gooseberries  were  bearing  fruit. 
^>eas8ow9  early— the  weather  tempting 
many  to  sow  earlier  than  usual— were  a 
foot  high  and  staked;  onions  and  leeks 

^w*  Beginning  »  ewni  tarougii  the— 

ground,  and  in  the  nurseries  young  larch 
trees  were  beginning  to  grow  (larch  about 
that  time  were  much  more  planted  than 
now,  111  fact,  everything  wa.s  assuming 
Its  Summer  garb.  The  very  hollies,  which 
usually  grow  slowly,  were  getting  thielr  new 
foliage.  The  .same  weather  continued  until 
about  February  20,  when  we  had  some 
frost,  and  on  the  22nd  of  that  month 
It  commenced  to  snow,  and  continued  for 
thlrty-slx  hours;  then  the  frost  became 
Intense  and  continued  for  nearly  seven 
weeks.   All  the  rivers  were  frozen  over, 
and  skating  continued  all  the  time  till  a 
thaw  came.   The  destruction   was  very 
great.  Evergreens  were  nearly  all  de- 
stroyed. Thousand.s  of  young  larch  in  the 
nurseries  were  rendered  useless  by  losing 
their  tops.   Old  trees  in  the  plantationa 
suffered  as  well  by  the  leader  being  de- 
stroyed   Fruit,  tree  leaves  were  as  black 
as  soot.    Many   trees  and  shrubs  were 
destroyed  outright.  We  as  it  were  lumped 
from  Winter  to  Summer  in  a  week  or  two. 
The  month  of  May  following  was  so  ex- 
tremely droughty  that  niost  of  the  plants 
that  were  put  in  had  to  be  watered,  the 
moisture  having  been  drawn  out  of  the 
ground  by  the  long  frost.   There  was  a 
cloudless  sky  from  the  commencement  6f 
the  frost,  the  sun  being  unusually  hot  for 
the  time  of  the  year. .  At  the  time  I  fol- 
lowed the  occupation  of  A  gardener,  hence 
1  remember  the  frost  .so  well,  being  then 
about  twenty  years  of  age,  m  fact.  It  left 
an  Impression  on  me  that  will  never  be 
effaced  as  long  as  X  Uve.— Northumbrian." 

But  while  this  was  an  abnormal  exten- 
sion of  the  halcyon  days  and  a  dreadful 
contrast  following.  It  is  quite  absurd  to 
argue  from  it  that  unusually  fine  weather 
is  followed  by  storms  and  cold  or  that  un- 
usual weather  at  one  period  of  the  year 
must  mean  equally  unusual  weather  of 
an  opposite  kind  at  another  It  niicht 
perhaps  be  more  truly  said  that  severe 
winters  begin  early. 


Weatlicr  Forecasts 

'FATHER  forecasts'  are  increa.singly 
doubtful  as  their  range  in  time  in- 
creases, though  there  was  a  time  when ' 
the  patent  medicine  almanac  was  looked 
upon  as  infallible.  But  what  after  all  are 
almanacs?  Let  us  take  the  weather  as  It 
comes.  As  a  wise  Victorian  once  said  to 
me:  "Every  day  Is  a  fine  day  in  "Victoria  " 
He  meant,  that  every  day  was  fit  to  go  out 
in  and  eapable  of  being  enjoyed  if  you  are 
~ln  the  right  mood    It    Is  very  easy  for 
some  of  us  to  drift  into  the  way  of  finding 
fault  with  the  weather;  it  is  then 'always 
with  ui  too  hot  or  too  cold,  too  wet  or  too 
dry,  too   forward  or   too   backward,  too 
growing  or  too  little  growhig.  It  takes  all 
kinds  of  weather  for  us  to  see  the  country 
In  all  Its  aspeks.   A  fog  such  a.s  wo  have 
occasionally  had  of  late  holds  in  its  lialf 
concealment  strange  sights.  We  seem  to 
move  In  a    world   of  ghost.s.    A  curious 
absorption  of  sounds  occurs,  so  that  those 
we  hear  are  Isolated,  without  background, 
as  it  were.    We  are  like  manners    off  a 
foggy  coa.st  who  hear  the  warning  notes 
of  land  stations  and  passmg  vessels  com- 
ing out  of  stillness  and  blind  space. 
Strange  .shadows    are  cast  upon  the  fog. 
We  see  ourselves  become  larger,  supermen, 
or  If  the  sun  be  shining  we  may  discover 


our  then  smaller  shadow  to  be  possessed 
of  a  bright  circle  of  light  about  the  head. 

technically  called  a  "glory  '  Once  at  Muir 
Creek  mouth  my  fellow-camper,  Montague 
Easton,  and  I  saw  through  Uie  iHoming 
mist  the  rising  sun  surrounded  by  a  halo 
with  reflections  of  parts  of  its  ring.  That, 
however,  wa<i  in  July  when  the  ocean  logs 
drift  in  along  the  coast. 

Up  Mount  Newton 

MANY  years  ago  my  old  friend  T.  C. 
DcsBarres,  then  vicar  of  Sidney,  in- 
vited me  to  accompanying  him  up  Mount 
Newton.  We  were  to  go  up  from^he  Sid- 
ney side,  and  neither  had  before  traversed 
this  route.  We  left  the  horse  and  buggy 
at  a  Japanese  farm  on  the  northeast  cor- 
ner and  proceeded  on  foot  by  a  well- 
marked  trail.  It  was  a  misty  morning  and 
when,  shortly  after,  the  path  disappeared 
in  the  curious  way  peculiar  to  such  tracks 
we  soon  found  ourselves  in  difTlcultics. 
The  mist  grew  thicker,  and  after  some 
flit  Hp  -craniblinp  among  rock.s  and  thick- 
ets we  decided  we  were  lost,  or  at  least 
were  unable  to  proceed  with  any  reason- 
able hope  of  finding  the  summit.  The  sun 
was  quite  invisible  and  our  only  hope  of 
getting  back  was  to  wait  for  some  siin  of 
its  presence.  At  length  we  saw  not  the 


disk,  but  a  concentration  of  brightness. 

and  making  a  fairly  shrewd  gue.ss  at  the 
direction  of  the  East  Road  we  struck  out 
boldly  across  rocks  and  bushes,  flelds. 
hedges  and  fences,  and  at  last  came  out 
on  the  main  highway,  about  a  mile  from 
where  we  had  left  the  horse  and  rig. 
Trivial  as  the  occurrence  was.  it  illustrates 
the  helplessness  that  comes  upon  us  even 
in  such  ethereal  fogs  as  we  have  here. 
The  world  of  miSt  is  a  queer.  unfamiUar 
one. 

Two  or  three  of  us  went  up  the  north 
slope  of  Mount  Flnlayson  on  one  of  these 

halcyon  days  when  the  air  was  filled  with 
the  freshness  of  newly  fallen  rain  and  all 
the  forest  with  the  invigorating  seenU  of 
Winter.  W[e  had  walked  the  old  road  that 
leaves  the  Highland  District  road  and 
crosses  the  Mill  Stream,  eomlng  over  the 
pass  and  dropping  down  some  little  way 
on  the  other  side  till  we  found  a  suitable 
place  to  climb  the  flnlayson  shoulder 
which  we  did  at  the  crossing  of  a  little  • 
mountain  stream  hurrying  down  to  the 
Arm.  We  made  our  way  through  under- 
brush and  over  ledges  and  came  out  on 
the  west  corner  to  survey  the  scene  below 
HMid-  beyond  us.   Prom  acrou  the  broad 
valley  of  Goldstream  came  the  sound  of 
the  waters  of  Niagara  and  Arbutus  Creeks 
as  they  dashed  themselves  down  their 
canyons  and  over  their  lofty  falls.  This 
noise  of  falling  waters  borne  across  the 
air  is.  of  course,  peculiar  to  our  rainy  sea- 
son and  it  gives  a  piquancy  to  the  im- 
pressions of  the  pedestrian.   On  this  oc- 
— caslon  the  effect  was  heightened  rather 
than  les.sened  by  our  Inability  to  see  the 
mountain  torrenU;  a   silvery   mist  lay 
tCfoa  the  flim  ana  curtained  them  anxl 
their  streams  from  our  sight.    And  even 
as  we  looked  and  listened  we  saw  the  mist 
draw  nearer  to  ourselves.    We  realized 
that  before  many  minutes  old  Flnlayson 
would  be  shrouded  even  as  the  distant 
heights  were,  and  that  we  should  have 
difficulty  In  finding  bur  way  down  if  not 
up.  So  we  entered  the  forest  again  and 
madei  our  way  down  to  our  starting  point 

Lingering  Flowers 

'^pHE  mildness  of  the  halcyon  days  has 
A  an  even  greater  influence  on  the  wild 
vegetation  thian  on  the  cultivated,  but  in 
what  I  may  call  a  more  orderly  and  sys- 
tematic way.  We  do  not  find  wild  flowers 
lingering  on  to  the  extent  we  do  garden 
ones;  most  of  those  that  do  are  vigorous 
perennials  such  as  the  dandelion  or  the 
prunella.  The  native  plants  generally  are 
accustomed  to  our  mild  Winter  and  are 
rarely  caught  so  far  advanced  as  to  suffer 
by  any  sudden  change  in  the  weather. 
The  garden  plant."!  resemble  newcomers 
to  the  Island  who  aie  surprised  by  the 
mildness  so  unusual  to  them.    It  is  in- 
•  teresting  to  note,  however,  that  in  the 
open  woods  the  bird -cherry  or  osmaronla 
is  already  showing  decidedly  green  buds 
quite  in  character  with  Its  reputation  as 
our  earliest  blooming  shrub.  But  the  gen- 
eral run  of  plants,  shrubby  or  herbaceous 
bide  their  time.     The  roistte-formlng 
"weeds'  are  quite  noticeable  now,  particu- 
larly the  stork  s-bill,  one  of  our  common- 
est wild  gerinlums  whose  pinnate  leaves 
make  a  very  beautiful  pattern  wherever 
it  grows.  It  favors  sandy  soils,  being  par- 
ticularly prolific  along  railway  grades  and 
in  like  places  such  as  rocky  knolls  about 
the  city.  One  Uttle  geranium  is  still  flow- 
ering bravely  on  Wilmer  Street  where  it 
has  establi.'^hed  Itself  along  a  low  stone 
wall.  It  Is  an  Imported  British  species.  Ger- 
anium robertlanum,  the  stinking  crane's- 
bill  or  herb-Robert    The  .small  flower.s  are 
notably  red,  the  three-parted  and  deep- 
ly-cut leaves  are  bright  green  with  scat- 
tered hairs,  stems  are  reddish  and  hairy, 


and 'sepals  and  fruit  steins  are  still  red-' 

der  and  more  thickly  invested  witn  hairs. 
One  of  Its  chief  characteristics  is  u.s  strung 
and  pungent  smell,  not  by  any  means  so 
disagreeable  as  the  name  "stinking 
cranes-biU'  would  suggest.  Late  m  the 
season  some  at  least  of  the  leaves  take  on 
a  bright  red  color.  Altogether  a  bright 
llttl^  plant,  and  m  the  British  Isles  a  fa- 
vorite with  children,  perhaps  in  part  be- 
cause of  its  habit  of  blooming  from  eariir 
est  Spring  to  the  cold  of  Winter.

Season  of  Grasses 

ur   this   season  of  halcyon  days  is 
chiefly  the  season  of  the  grasses 

whose  clust.ered  leaves  spread  themselves 
everywhere  ii\  pleasant  verdancy,  and  of 
the  lowlier  mosses,  lltchens  and  liverworts. 
The  grasses,  humble  a-s  they  are  at  this 
season,  are  pre-eminent  since  they  are 
flowering  plants  not  distantly  related  to 
our  lilies  and  tulips  and  In  their  own  way 
graceful  and  lovely  when  their  time  of 
blossoming  comes  later.  It  Is  only  the  very 
small  size  of  their  flowers  that  hides  from 
us  their  quaint  beauty.   Some  years  ago 
the  National  Geographic  Magazine  pub- 
lished some  remarkable  colored  plates  of 
the  flowers  of  common  grasses  as  .seen 
through  a  compound  microscope  and  the 
pictures  were  a  revelation  of  the  loveliness 
we   so  frequently    pass   by    without  a 
thought.   In  by-gone  years  a  bouquet  of 
flowers  for  the  table  was  scarcely  thought 
complete  without  some  graceful  grasses. 
However,  at  this  season  the  chief  aesthetic 
value  of  the  grasses  lies  In  their  color,  lor 
green  is  the  kindliest  background  to  the 
landscape  of  daily  life.  In  Victoria  free 
from  the  smoky  blight  of  Industrial  cities. 
But  the  grasses  have  their  varying  shades 
of  green  although  we  speak  of  "grass- 
green,"  as  If  It  were  a  sUndard  color.  Even 
In  our  lawns  at  this  season  we  can  see  dif- 
ferences, while  across  the  fields  the  dis-  • 
cemlng  eye  finds  pleasure  In  the  changing 
tones  and  textured  hues.   And  when  the 
mists  bead  It  with  crystal  moisture  or  the 
fains'  make  it  shine  In  the  low  rays  of  the 
Winter  sun,  we  may  well  feel  glad  we  live 
where  the  grass  is  weU  nigh  evergreen. 

The  evert;rern  forest  iV^arker  and  more 
fiombre  at  this  season  but  thanks  i.o  Its 
perennial  leaves  or  needles  Its  trees  are 
busy  even  in  the  Winter  light.    They  are 
the  true  pioneers  of  our  northern  lands 
and  further  south  they  become  mountain- 
eers. The  last  trees  the  climber  sees  as  he 
ascends  the  loftiest  peaks  of  our  contin- 
ent are  the  conifers.  Taken  as  a  part  of 
the  landscape  the  fir  forests  in  Winter  are 
at  their  best,  I  think.  The  mistiness  in  the 
air  Imparts  to  them  in  the  distance  beau- 
tiful shades  of  blue  and  delicate  grey. 
Following  the  forest  paths  at  this  season 
there  is  a  peculiar  charm  in  the  wonderful 
grQwth  of  lichens,  mosses,  and  liverworu 
on  the  trunks  living  and  dead  as  well  as 
on  the  stumps.   Thus  these  lowly  plants 
suggest  In  their  way  the  rich  drapery  of 
tropical  forests:  "the  tree  trunks  only  seen 
partially  here  and  there,  nearly  the  whole 
frontage  of  the  forest  wall  from  ground 
to  summit  being  covered  with  a  diversified 
drapery  of  creeping  plants,  all  of  the  most 
vivid  shades  of  green  '  .So  Bates  describes 
h\n  flrflt  glimpse  in  his  Naturalist  on  the 
Amazons.  Ours  is  a  thinner  lighter  cov- 
ering but  it  has  its  own  beauty  in  these 
days  of  St.  Martin's  Summer.

-If  you  come  from  Germany,  the 
big  thing  that  f.r.knn  the  visitor  li 
that  Bratislava  Is  normal.      When  you 
cross  the  long  bridge  across  the  Danube 
River,  wliirh  hf-r^  forr^,^         fr'  r,'.'r  b'-- 
twecn  Slovaku  and  the  Kei';ii,  you  have 
left  behind  kll  such  thltigs  as  food  (farfis 
mid    other    w.irfimr    llmital»f/ns  'xhlf-',! 
render  life  so  complicated.  Especially  are 
you  freed  from  that  most  depressing  and 
harassing  prenomfnon  of  wart^e  Ger- 
many, the  nightly  blackout. 
"   InddenUUy,  you  have  also  left  behind 
all    your   German    money    rv,  rpf  lapse 
change.    No  one  may  legaily  laKc  out  of 
Germany  more  than  ten  Reichsmarks— a 
Mjn  which,  at  par  value,  amounts  to  a 
'  trifle  over  S4.  And  you  had  better  not  for- 
get that  fact,  because  penalties  for  e^va- 
alon  arc  very  severe  So  you  count  out  your 
Reichsmarks  to  the  officials  at  the  Oer- 
•  rfian'end  of  the  bridge  and  they  give  you 
a  receipt  which  Is  punctiliously  honored 
when  you  return  to  the  Reich. 

Onee  over  the  bridge,  you  »enj«e  immedi 
afrly  that  you  are  In  another  country  The 
frontier  officials  wear  vlsored  caps  and 
uniforms  trimmed  with  red.  and  .i  few  sol- 
diers stand  about  wearing  olive  drab  uni- 
forms and  forage  caps  so  like  our  own 
army's  that  they  might  almost  pass  for 
American  doughboys.  As  you  go  Into  the 
town  you  notice  that  all  shop  signs  are 
in  the  mysterious-looking  Slovak  lan- 
Nguage,  thouRh  the  street  signs  are  both  In 
Movak  and  German. 

Ptasants  on  Streets 

THE  people  you  see  on  the  streets  look 
for  the  most  part  Slavic.  '  With  broad, 
flat  faces  at  thleftwl  bodies.  There  are 


many  peasant  women  from  the'sunound- 

irig  countryside,  wearing  short  skirts,  high 
boots  and  kerchlels  light  about  their 
heads.  Some  of  the  skirts  and  kerchiefs 
are  m  bright  colors,  red  being  apparently 

a  prime  favorite. 

It  is  when  you  sit  down  to  your  flr.U 
meal  that  you  get  your  biggest  and  mo,<:t 
I)leasurablr  .surprise.  You  can  have  what- 
ever you  want  in  the  eating  line,  and  at 
quite  moderate  prices,  too  No  need  to 
trot  out  your  preclnu.s  food  cards  and  fig- 
ure out  what  can  be  spared.  They  are 
not  needed  here.  So  you  can  start  on  a 
gastronomic  Jamboree,  with  all-wheat 
bread,  unrestricted  butter,  unlimited  meat, 
real  coffee,  and  even  thick  cream— an  ar- 
ticle of  diet  In  Germany  which  is  stern- 
ly verboten. 

When  early  Autumn  dusk  falls,  you  have 
another  pleasant  surprise  Across  the  river 
In  Germany  all  Is  dark,  but  Bratislava  U 
ablase  with  electric  Ught.  If  you  have  Just 
come  from  black-out  German  cities  where 
you  pick  your  way  precarilously  along 
Inky -dark  streets,  half  guessing  y<^ur  way 
and  nrcaslonnlly  gettnig  your  bearings  by 
a  quick  flash  Irom  a  tiny  electric  tdrch, 
you  can  imagine  the  luxury  of  strolling  at 
lei.sure  throuch  a  city  where  streets,  res- 
tauranU,  and  shop  windows  are  as  brightly 
lighted  as  back  home.  You  become  almost 
hilarious.  It  s  a  sort  of  visual  COCkCali 
with  a  perceptible  kick 


Has  Only  One  City 

SUCH,  nutwardly.  Is  Bratislava,  capital 
Of  the  Republic  of  Slovakia,  recently 
carved  out  of  the  former  Cieeho-Slovak 
State  This  new-born  republic  is  a  ^mall 
country,  mostly  mountainous  and  Inhabi- 
ted by  peasant  folk  qumberlng  less  than 
l,000,m  Bratielavs  Is  Its  one  and  only 


city,  BO  it  is  not  merely  the  political  .seat 
of  government,  but  also  the  centre  of  sio 
vak  Intellectual,  Industrial  and  cultural 
life.  Everybody  who  is  anybody  just  nat- 
urally lives  In  Bratislava. 

Yet.  by  one  of  those  curious  anomalies 
which  so  abound  In  Central  Europe.  H\o- 
vakla's  capital  and  metropolis  is  right  on 
the  frontier,  Bratislava  is  situated  at  the 
end  of  a  narrow  tongue  of  territory 
wedged  In  between  Germany  and  Hungary. 
As  already  remarked,  the  Danube  forms 
■  the  frontier  to  the  .southward,  so  that  Slo- 
vakU's  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs  sees 
foreign  territory  whenever  he  looks  out  of 
his  office  window.  But  German  territory 
also  runs  north  of  the  Danube  about  four 
miles  west  of  the  city,  while  only  .Mx  to  the 
eastward  is  the  Hungarian'  border.  , 

The  Slovaks  seem  to  be  very  Busy  tranis- 
'  forming  Bratislava  into  a  political  capital 
That  is  not  an  easy  task,  for.  under  the 
Czecho-Slovak  regime,  Bratislava  w  a  s  \ 
merely  a  provincial  city  There  must  have 
been  a  lot  of  material  progre.ss  during  that 
period,  for  the  city  is  dotted  with  build- 
ings obviously  cr)ii^tnic1eci  In  recent  year"^ 
I  dimly  remember  it  before  the  Great  War 
When  it  was  part  of  Hungary,  and  my  rec- 
ollections are  tiiaf  if  » a.*^  a  inuch  smaller 
place,  with  a  rather  sleepy  air.  and.  of 
course,  outwardly  Hungarian  to  the  extent 
of  street  and  shop  signs  and  official  uni- 
forms. Itk  was  then  called  Poszonyi.  whUc 
the  traditional  German  name  is  Pressburg. 
Even  tfKJay  one  hears  quite  a  bit  of  Ger- 
man on  the  streets,  with  an  occasional 
snatch  of  Hungarian.  But,  by  and  large, 
it  seems  to  be  predoioinantly  a  Slavic 
town.        >  / 

A  New  Officisldom 

POLITICALLY  speaking,  the,  Slovaks  are 
having'  to  build  from  tl^e  ground  up. 
Under  the  former  regime,  practicallv  all 
the  important  officials  were  Czechs  These 
have  now  gone,  so  the  new  officialdom  is 
composed  either  of  new  men  or  men  sud- 
denly raised  from  lower  posts.  Everything 
is  thus  in  u-an.«ition.  Even  the  Govern- 
ment buUdlhgs  are  not  yet  ready  The  Slo- 
vak patUameni  uu  la  umporf^  quartan^ 


while  the  President  has  his  impromptu  of- 
fice In  an  apiartment  house. 

Just  what  this  new  Slovak  State 
amounts  to  is  a  much-discussed  point.  The 
Slovak  Government  claims  to  be  absolute- 
ly sovereign,  and  the  Germans  naturally 
say  the  same  thing.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  exiled  Czech  spokesmen  abroad  assert 
that  Slovakia  Is  nothing  but  a  puppet  of 
the  Reich.  On  this  highly  controversial 
question,  I  can  only  relate  what  I  myself 
saw  during  my  short  stay  in  Bratislava, 

The  outward  signs  of  independence  are 
certainly  there,  Slovakia  has  a  Rresident, 
a  Cabinet,  a  Parliament,  and  a  corps  of 
officials,  to  say  nothing  of  a  p-jlice  force 
and  a  small  army.  Germany  has  a  Diplo- 
matic Minister  and  a  military  mission  at 
Bratislava,  but  neither  is  con.spicuous. 

The  German  legation  Is  housed  In  a  vil- 
1?  off  thie  main  streets  and  only  larr;e 
enough  for  offlc€  quarters.  Ii.deed,  the 
German  minister  told  me  rather  ruefully 
that  he  had  not  been  able  to  find  a  prop- 
er residence  and  was  thus  obliged  to  live 
with  his  wife  and  five  rhildrrn  In  Bratl- 
.sla'vas  one  real  hotel..  The  military  mis- 
sion Is  tucked  away  still  more  inconspicu- 
ously, and  is  likewise  a  former  private  res- 
idence of  medium  size. 

I  saw  only  a  few  German  officers  and 
orderlies  In  uniform,  the  latter  being  ob- 
viously chauffeurs.  I  did  no:  .«ee  any 
groups  of  German,  soldiers  strolUng  about, 
a.i  would  probabljrhsve  been  the  case  if 
there  were  a  German  garrlSOn  In  or  near 
the  tity.  In  various  cohMrsations  wnich 
I  witnessed  between  Slovtit  and  German 
uificials.  both  sides  mnintahl^  a'  polite 
and  apparently  friendly  attitu 

Such  Is  the  present  situation  bi^e  Slo- 
vak capital,  at  least  on  the  surface  More 
than  that,  the  temporary  observer  can 
ray.

Their  Majesties  have  not  entertained 
on  a  big  scale  since  war  beian.  bUt  the 
recent  dinner  party  to  the  Empire  states- 
men visiting  London  will  be  followed  by 
others,  and  the  Queen  frequently  gives  an 
informal  lurtch  party  which  enables  the 
King  to  talk  more  freelv  and  informally 
to  a  distinguished  guest  than  if  he  re- 
ceived him  in  audience.  Dlri^  at  t,he 
Pala<^e  has  terr.porarlly  lost  Its  splendor, 
however.  The  servants  no  longer  wear

Qiurcix-  - 
Ul^saltf  In  hi«  trMt  broadcast  on  th* 
first  ten  weeks  of  war,  tliat  "at  any  time 
violent  and  dire  events  will  open,"  but, 
whUe  the  possibiUty  is  never  altogetHer 
absent  from  our  minds,  there  is  a  general 
determination  not  to  allow  mere  anticipa- 
tions of  them  Interefere  with  our  plans 
for  the  season  If  thry  ave  wrecked,  so  be 
It.  In  the  meantime  wts  shall  have  had 
th»  pleasure  of  advancing  them—not  In- 
frequently the  most  enjoyable  pari  of  the 
,  festivity. 

There  will  be  no  lack  of  means  on  the 

material  siclr  The  Ministry  of  Food  has 
announced  that  the  first  war  Christmas 
will  find  this  a  land  of  plenty  and  good 

chrrr.  Prices,  too,  are  to  be  reasonable 
and  win  not  compare  unfavorably  with 
those  of  a  year  ago.  Home-bred  turkeys 
are  in  good  supply.  The  home  fruit  crop 
Is  exceptionally  good.  There  will  be  plenty 
of  ISnglish  apples.  Fresh  fruit  is  being  im- 
ported freely. 

The  Ministry  has  made  bulk  purchases 
of  dried  fruits.  The  supply  failed  to  reach 
the  market  for  some,  iinie  ov.iug  to  ship-  ' 
ping  limitations,  but  the  Ministry  has  now 
allocated  42,000  tuns  of  currants,  sultanas 
and  ral.sin.s  Further  shipments  are  com- 
ing to  hand.  In  short,  whatever  happens 
now,  the  Christmas  pudding  is  safe  for 
this  year.  And  there  will  be  nuts  to  foilov/, 
there  being  no  restrictions  on  these.  There, 
may,  however,  be  fewer  almonds  to  go 
with  the  raisins.  

The  shoppliiK  boom  has  already  begun. 
It  is  being  intensified  by  the  determina- 
tion to  buy  clothes  at  present  prices,  the 
expectation  boinK  that  there  will  be  an 
Increase  a  week  or  two  laence  and  that  by 
the  New  Year  this  wiU  amount  to  35  per 
cent. 

Bicycles,  and  oilskm  suits  to  go  wit)i 
them  are  in  big  demand,  the  rationing  of 
petrol  having  cau.scd  many  owners  of 
motor  cars  to  put  them  away  in  their  gar- 
agea  "for  the  duration"  and  to  take  to  the 
humble  "wheeL" 

There  Is.  as  might  be  expected,  much 
shopping  for  the  troops,  warmly-llned 
waistcoats  and  chAmols  leather  Jackets 
being  favorite  gifts  to  the  lads  at  the 
front  from  their  womenfolk. 

Children's  toys' are  very  largely  of  a  mil- 
itary kind.  It  would  be  difficult,  however, 
to  find  an  old-fashiuned  box  of  toy  sol- 
diers In  the  shops.  Thf  tr  places  are  taken 
by  miniature  balloon  barrages,  ambu- 
lances, anti-aircraft  searchlights  worked 
by  batteries,  army  lorries  and  anti-aircraft 
guns.  Even  the  dolls  arc  equipped  with 
miUUry  uniforms,  oilskin  capes  and  hoods 
and  gas  masks.  * 

Money  Available 

IT  is  rather  surprising  that  so  much 
money  should  be  available  for  Christ- 
mas purchases.  The  spenders,  however, 
have  the  justification  that  they  are  obey- 
ing a  Government  exhortation.  , 

The  House  of  Commons  wa.s  infoVmrd 
the  other  day  that  '  anytlUng  like  com- 
plete cessation  of  normal  purchases  for 
Christmas  needs  would  not  be  In  the  na- 
tional Interest." 

On  the  other  hand,  Sir  John  Simon  re- 
gards It  as  the  duty  of  the  citizen  to  save 
his  money  and  put  it  into  the  war  loan  he 
proposes  to  float  by  and  by  Agatn.  the 
Mini.stcr  Of  Labor  thinks  it  almo-.L  wu  kf d 
lor  employers  to  discharge  men  mcreiy 
because  they  have  no  work  for  them. 

It  is  all  very  puzzling,  as  Alice  would 
say.  Mr  Harold  MacmlUan.  M.P ,  would 
like  to  see  a  cartoon  of  a  voiy  rich  man 
trying  to  fulfill  all  thcfe  injunctions. 

"First."  he  remarks,  "he  is  punctually  to 
pay  on  January  1,  1940,  his  Income  tax 
and  surtax  up  to  seventeen  shillings  in 
thr  pound,  .srrondly.  he  i.s  to  .^ave  rn.^r- 
mously  in  order  to  contribute  to  the  gtcut 
new  war  loan;  thirdly,  he  is  to  spend  in 
llie  shopn  in  order  trt  keep  trade  going; 
an^  liyit  of  all,  he  must  not  on  any  ac- 
count do  without  the  services  of  any  of  hu 
dependants  or  employees  .  .  .  these 
things  do  not  make  sense." 

*'We  shall  all,  ^  course,  do  as  We  feel 
mo.st  inclined  in  the  end,  or,  rather,  what 
we  can  do.  In  any  fevent,  we  shall  be  able 
to  keep  the  home  fires  burning,  for  the 
rationing  of  coal  has  gone  by  the  board 
In  very  large  part.  We  are  now  allowed  to 
burn  as  much  coal  as  we  burned  last  year. 
Instead  of  nnly  75  per  cent  Gas  and  eler- 
triclty  were  put  on  this  basis  some  time 
ago. 

Similarly,  people  who  consume  favorite 
brands  of  margarine  are  again  able  tu 
obtain  them.  At  the  outset  the  Govern- 
ment established  a  single  standarize^i^ 
margarine  but  it  has  now  decided  tliat 
production  ean  be  safely  left  (o  the  ordin- 
ary manufacturers. 

Thus,  one  by  one,  tlu  controls  of  com- 
modities in  daily  use  are  disappearing  or 
being  greatly  relaxed  But  the  Govern- 
ment Is  not  the  only  controller.  Women 
next  year  are  to  have  only  ten  colors  to 
choose  when  buying  stockings  — not  be- 
cause the  Uovcrnment  says  so.  bi:i  be- 
cause the  edict  has  been  :;;oi>ounc^  by 
the  British  Color  Council  Hosiery  Advisory 
Committee. 

The  restriction  of  colors  for  hosiery  be- 
gan last  year  There  were  then  more  than 
600  shades  in  use  and  these  were  consider- 
ably reduced  by  cutting  out  more  uneco- 
nomical ones  'I*he  ten  to  which  they  are 
now  limited  are:  burnt  nude,  carib,  goblip, 
Newmarket,  mist  beige,  graphite,  dryad, 
gun  metal,  vogue  and  copper  skin 

Copper  skin  is  a  natural  belfe,  suitable 
for  wear  with  blues  and  browns,  burnt 
nude,  dryad,  carib  and  goblin  are  warm 
.colors,  and  the  mist  beige  and  vogue  de- 
note the  trmd  towards  wlnc-tinted  hosi- 
ery 

The  colors  will  apply  to  medium  and 


lower  grade  pure  silk,  rayon,  and  "mix- 
-tvre"  stocUngs. 

 The  Two  Princesses 


AT  this  time  of  writing  the  two  Prin- 
cesses are  still  In  Scotland  where  they 
have  been  e.ver  since  they  went  there  In 
thb  Summer  with  their  parents  for  the 
latter's  holiday,  prematurely  ended  by  the 
war.  Whether  they  will  be  brought  south 
for  Christmas,  usually  spent  at  Sandrlng- 
ham  by  the  Xoyal  Fantlly,  has  not  bora 
announced. 

Only  once  has  the  Queen  found  time  to 
go  to  Balmoral  to  visit  her  daughters.  The 
King  has  not  been  able  to  go  at  all.  Thoy 
would  hke  to  have  them  nearer  London  so 
that  they  might  see  somethbig  of  them 
at  week-ends.  But  that  might  encourage 
other  mothers  to  bring  their  children 
home  to  the  evacuated  areas  and  so  the 
Queen  has  put  her  own  leisures  aside.  One 
passage  in  her  Armistice  Day  broadcast  to 
the  women  of  the  Empire,  therefore, 
struck  a  very  personal  note. 

"Many  of  you  have  had  to  see  your  fam- 
ily life  broken  up,"  Her  Majesty  said,  "your 

husband  going  off  to  his  allotted  task, 
your  children  evacuated  tu  places  of 
greater  safety. 

"The  King  and  I  know  what  it  means  to 
be  parted  from  our  children  and  we  can 
sympathise  wUh  those  of  you  who  have 
bravely  consented  to  this  separatioii  for 
the  sake  of  your  little  ones."   The  Queen 

wrlteata  the  Princesses  every  ^lay,^  

It  Is  stated  authoritatively  that  the 
Queen  composed  her  broadcast  mes.sagc 
"She  wrute  and  re-wrote  it  until 
it  became  the  perfect  production  it  was. 
She  .sat  quite  alone  to  deliver  It.  the  King 
listening  in  In  another  room  of  the  Palace. 

Royal  speeches  which  become  State 
documents,  like  the  Speech  from  the 
Throne,  and  such  communications  as  His 
Majesty's  reply  to  the  Queen  of  Holland 
and  the  King  of  Belgium,  are  prepared 
by  the  Ministers  of  the  Crown,  though  the 
King  may  make  his  own  emendations.  But 
,  there  are  occasions  when  members  of  the 
Royal  Family  compose  their  own  orations. 

King  Oeorge  V  gave  a  great  deal  (;f  time 
and,  attention  to  his  simple  and  homely 
but  none  the  less  superb  broadcasts  on 
Christmas  Day,  the  very  delivery  of  which 
seemed  to  bring  the  scattered  parts  of  the 
Empire  together  in  a  simple,  united  loy- 
alty. 

Wjtch  Expenditures 

As  The  Dally  Telegraph  remarks.  In 
many  directions  the  organization  of 
the  national  effort  In  this  war  is  starting 
whore  the  country  left  off  In  the  Oreat 
War  and  not  where  It  began.  In  this  con- 
nection may  be  cited  the  taking  of  a  step 
towards  control  of  expenditures  within 
two  months  of  the  outbreak  of  hostilities 
which  was  not  taken  until  the  Great  War 
had  been  going  for  almost  three  years,  the 
appointment  of  a  select  committee  of  the 
House  of  Commons  to  deal  with  all  ex- 
penditures connected  with  the  war  wheth- 
er civil  or  military. 

According  to  Mr.  Pethick-Lawrence. 
M.P.,  the  leading  Labor  authority  on  fi- 
nance and  economics,  failure  to  control 
wartUne  finance  adequately  in  the  last 
war  had  added  teh  billion  dollars  to  its 
cost. 

So  far  as  possible  this  is  to  be  avoided 
during  the  prcsml,  .  ^lu^;^!i(^  .Arliin! '  i dl;, , 
In  the  rush  and  hurry  ul  tiie  first  weeks  of 
war  there  was  wasteful  and  overlapping 
expenditures  and  there  Is  reason  to  fear 
that  even  that  splendid  watch-dog,  the 
Treasury,  will  not  be  able  to  prevent  It  in 
future  as  much  as  desirable.  A  select 
committee,  however,  representative  of  all 
parties  in  the  House,  will  be  able  to  im- 
pose salutary  checks  and  we  arc  n  >t  no.v 
likely  to  hear  of  hotels  being  requusitionM 
for  Government  staffs  and  standing  eir.p- 
t\  fiM  v.rrks  «aily  In  the  end  to  be  le- 
turiied  to  their  owners  and  of  supernum- 
era^  staffs  with,  saya  a  wicked  rumor, 
apparently  little  to  do  but  make  and  en- 
joy afternoon  tea. 

The  Treasury,  however,  is  going  to  take  , 
care  this  time  that  the  most  costly  item 
of  all,  money,  Is  obtained  at  the  lowest 
possible  price.  But  it  may  not  be  able  to 
go  as  far  as  Mr  Pethick-LawrriK c  urges. 
The  Labor  member  reminded  the  House 
that  during  the  ISst  war  the  Bank  rate 
stjaod  at  between  five  and  six  per  cent.  It 
l3  now  down  to  two  per  cent,  but  he  thinks 
it  should  go  to  one  and  one-half.  The 
first  war  loan,  too,  should  l)p  f United  at 
considerably  less  than  three  ana  one-half 
per  cent.  If  borrowing  started  at  thre^ 
per  cent,  he  .<;aid,  it  should  come  down 
two,  and  one-half  or  even  two  before  the 
war  jtmi  over.  ' 

.Ml  this  wa.s  nprnpos  (  f  ;i  f;ii,iiw  ial  reso- 
lution enpowerlng  the  Government  to 
borrow-^  the  money  necessary  to  meet  ItA 
financial  commitments,  and  $1,250,000,000 
more,  moved  by  Sir  John  Simon. 

Sir  John  gave  no  indication  as  to  when 
he  would  go  to  the  money  market  nor  as 
to  the  terms  on  which  the  new  loan  wpuld 
^  Issued.  He  did  say,  however,  that  op- 
portunity of  participation  would  be.  given 
to  people  of  small  means.  *  , 

Appealing  to  all  parties  in  the  House, 
he  .said  '  Lr?  u  do  our  very  utmost  to 
make  this  appeal  for  support  together.  I( 
we  can  carry  public  opinion  knd  Parlia- 
mentary opinion  together  it  will  be  a  con- 
tribution of  incomparable  value  for  the 
purpose  of  winning  the  war."  The  House 
responded  by  pasibig  the  reiolutkm 'With- 
out a  division. 

Unemployed  Rise 

THE  dislocation  of  industry  cau.^ed  by 
the  war  is  indicated  by  the  announce- 
ment of  thO  Ministry  of  Labor  that  on  Oc- 
tober 18  the  number  of  unemployed  had 
risen  by  99,710  compared  with  the  flguie 
on  September  11.  which, 'in  its  turn  was 
nearly  100,000  more  than  that  fnr  the  pre- 
vious month.   The  October  figure,  how-

ever,  was  350,589  less  than  that  for  Octo- 
ber 17.  1938. 

The  disconcerting  factor  is  that  nearly 
200,000  more  people  were  out  of  work 
about  the  middle  Of  October  than  in  Au- 
gust, although  during  the  intervening 
\veek.s  hundreds  of  thousands  of  men  and 
women  had  been  recruited  for  full-time 
national  service  of  one  kind  or  another. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  is  gratifyiniT  to 
find  that  unemployment  has  decreased 
considerably  in  the  great  staple  industries. 
In  fact,  almost  the  whole  of  the  Increase 
in  unemployment  has  occurred  In  London 
and  the  southeastern  and  southern  coun- 
ties where  the  Industries  are  of  the  lighter 
kind  and  more  devoted  to  luxury  com- 
modities. In  the  Midlands  there  are  ac- 
tually about  15,000  fewer  unemployed.  In 
Lancashire  17.000  more  cotton  operatives 
were  at  work  than  in  Septrmix  i  and 
60.000  more  than  a  year  ago.  In  Lanca- 
shire, indeed,  manufacturers  are  begin- 
ning to  cry  oqt  for  labor,  declaring  that 
nearly  twenty  per  cent  of  their  spinning 
machinery  is  standing  idle  Io;°  luck  of 
workers.  They  have  even  been  driven  to 
offering  an  extra  dollar  a  week  or  so,  over 
and  above  the  recent  general  advance  of 
60  cents  to  some  of  the  lower  paid  workers. 

The  C(;al  mining  figures  show  about  the 
same'numbers  of  men  back  at  work  again 
as  the  cotton  mills.  The  building  trades, 
however,  arc  dropping  men  by  thou.,.jn(l.s, 
many  building  operations  have  been 
rlosed  down  for  the  period  of  the  war. 
Hotel  and  buarding-hou.sc  employees  have 
suffered  more  than  the  usual  seasonal 
deeUne.  -  • 

While  no  figures  are  yet  available,  how- 
ever, it  is  believed  that  the  tide  ha.s  turned 
agam  and  that  when  the  return  for  this 
month  Is  published  It  will  be  found  that 
unemployment  is  once  more  declining. 

Cost  of  Newsprint 

No  industry  has  suffered  more  from 
wartime  Increase  in  the  cost  of  pro- 
duction tl^an  the  newspaper  business. 
Paper  is  controlled  and  the  Paper  Con- 
troller has  rai.sed  the  price  of  newsprint 
•  the  technical  term  for  the  paper  on 
which  newspapers  are  printed)  from 
S^\'^2h  to  $85  a  ton 

Lord  Beaverbrook.  whose  daily  Express 
has  iM  largeist  daily  clrciilaition  in  the 
country,  is  the  great<»st  sufferer.  The 
Express  estimates  that  the  advance  will 
add  some  $2,000,000  a  year  to  its  expendi- 
tures, whereas  the  profits  of  London  Ex- 
press newspapers  were  only  about  one 
million  doiUlrs  for  the  year  to  June  M 
last. 

The  Expre.ss.  like  otlier  newspaper.^.  Is 
retrenching  by  going  down  to  little  more 
than  half  Its  former  number  of  pat;ci  but 
this.  In  any  event,  is  dictated  by  the  .scar- 
city of  .supplies.  The  former  cargo  space 
Is  not  now  available. 

The  situation  has  cau.scd  questions  to  be 
raised  about  the  composition  of  the  Paper 
Control  which  consists  almost  entirely  of. 
executives  drawn  from .  Important  paper- 
producing  companies.  It  is  on  the  advice 
of  this  body  that  the  Minister  of  Supply 
makes  his  orders.  The  F.ronomlst  takes 
the  position  that  an  advance  of  S20  a  ton 
would  have  been  sulficient  to  cover  the 
increased  cost  of  wood  pulp  and  asks  why 
no  attempt  was  made  to  ration  depleted 
supplies  tn  keep  tlic  cost  a.s  low  as  possible. 

According  to  Truth.  "One  curious  fea- 
ture of  the  situation  Is  that  the  newsprint  • 
manufacturers.  n'H withstanrimi;  a  ri.se  in 
selling  price-  which,  despite  Government 
control,  almost  savors  of  profiteering,  do 
not  appear  to  be  unduly  elated  by  the 
latest  development>  On  the  contrary. 
Judging  by  circulars  i.vsued  to  their  siiare- 
holders  in  announcing  the  pn.'stponement 
of  the  payment  of  interim  dividends,  they, 
too,  picture  the  future  in  rather  dismal 
colors." 


Fuels  for  Motors 

E  owed  a  great  many  useful  inven- 
Upi\a  to  the  last  war— too  paefal  In 

the  agRreeatf ,  for  they  so  greatly  reduced 
the  demand  for  labor  that,  once  the  lee- 
way occaskmed  by  the  war  had  be^.i 

mnde  up.  VI  few  men  were  needed  'o  r,-..in 
the  machmcs  as  to  bring  about  the  great 


unemployment  crisis  which  began  ten 
years  ago. 

Time  will  tell  what  we  are  to  get  out 
of  this  war,  but  it  looks  am  if  aiternauve 
fuels  will  come  into  use  for  motor  trans- 
port whereby  the  dependence  of  this 
country  on  foreign  oil  supplies  will  be 
greatly  reduced. 

Already,  as  a  con.sequence  of  the  severe 
rationing  of  gasoline,  devices,  are  in  oper- 
ation whereby  coal  gas,  the  ordinary  gas 
^from  the  mains,  is  used  to  drive  motor 
vehicles.  Snnietimes  this  Is  compressed 
into  cyllnder.s  but  occasionally  one  sees  a 
sort  of  balloon  on  top  of  a  car  in  which 
the  gas  is  contained. 

Then  there  Is  also,  a  producer  designed 
to  burn  low  volatile  anthracites  and  low- 
temperature  cokes.  This  Is  attached  tu 
the  car  and  the  fuel  costs  is  Said  to  be 
equivalent  to  that  for  gasoline  at  twelve 
cents  a  gallon.  Gasoline  now  costs  forty- 
three  cents  a  gallon. 

The  Government  it  encouraging  the 
adoption  of  this  machine  and  the  experi- 
meittS'  along  similar  lines.  It  has  under- 
taken that  for  the  next  five  years  such 
home  produced  fuel  will  not  be  taxed  nor 
will  such  alternative  fuels  be  rationed. 

Help  in  Ministry 

THE  appointment  of  Sir  Arthur  Salter 
as  Under-8ecl«tary  to  the  Ministry  of 

Shipping  will  do  much  to  strengthen  a 
department,  created  only  a  few  weeks  ago, 
the  head  of  which.  Sir  John  Gilmour,  is 
not  an  authority  on  shippintr.  so  little  an 
authority  In  fact,  that  there  was  a  good 
deal  of  criticism  when  Mr.  Chamberlain 
gave  him  the  post. 

Such  criticism,  of  course,  is  not  justified 
If  the  theory  on  which  ministerial  ap- 
pointments aie  made  Is  taken  into  ac- 
count. Like  a  famous  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  he  may  come  to  his  post  not 
knowing  what  "those  damned  little  dots" 
mean,  the  dots  being  the  decimal  points 
in  Government  statistics.  It  Is  bekl  that 
thi.s  does  not  matter.  There  are  plenty  of 
specialists  to  give  him  ail  the  information 
he  needs  and.  particularly  in  the  case  of  a 
lawyer  like  Sir  John  Gilmour,  he  niay  be 
expected  to  distinguish  and  grasp  essen- 
tials. 

Ai.  '.  v«.,i\,  experts  have  always  been  di.^- 
t rusted  In  positions  of  supreme  authority. 
That  Is  why.  contrary  to  the  practice  in 
other  eounlrics.  military  men  are  tiot  u«u- 
ally  put  In  charge  of  tl>c  War  Office  (the 
one  exception.  Lord  Kitchener,  was  not  a 
great  success  there  after  he  had  complet- 
ed his  first  task,  the  organization  of  "Kit- 
chener's Army").  Even  now  the  First  Lord 
cf  ttie  Admiralty  is  not  a  sallor,  but  a 
soldier,  by  original  profession. 

All  of  which  goes  some  way  to  explain 
why  Sir  Arthur  Salter  is  Under-Secretary 
and  not  Mini.nter,  though  Sir  Arthur  doe^i 
know  a  gritat  deal  about  shipping,  espe- 
cially wartime  iMpptng.  As  XAreetor  of 
.Ship  Requisitioning  in  1917  he  was  Inti- 
mately concerned  with  the  wartime  organ- 
isation of  shipping.  He  now  returns  as 
Junior  Mini.s'er  to  a  department  which,  as 
a  Civil  Servant,  he  helped  to  create  in  the 
last  war.  He  is  an  independent  In  poU- 
.tlcs  and  sitA  in  the  Commons  as  Junior 
member  for  Oxford  University. 

Spirit  of  Emprie 

MR  H.  V,  Morton,  the  well-known  au- 
thor, who  has  been  traveling  ail  over 
the  country  to  report  on  wartime  condl^  ^ 
fion.s  m  tl:e  (oiumns  of  a  leading  daily 
paper  has  found  everywhere  "a  rock-Uke 
de'termmatlon  to  fight  a  long  and  bitter 
war,  to  end  the  reign  of  terror' and  bully- 
ing in  Europe." 

"Perhaps  the  strangest  thing  about  Eng- 
land today,"  Mr.  Morton  writes,  "Is  that  It 
is  single-minded  Tli: .  is  unusual  North, 
south,  east  and  west  people  are  saymg  the 
same  things. 

"Their  conversation  Is  $o  uniform  that  I 
have  felt  in  Manchester  that  I  was  listen- 
ing to  a  record  of  a  uik  X  bad  board  in 
Winchester  and  Exeter,  in  Btrmlnghabi 
and  NoMingham,  and  even  in  country 
places  like  King  s  Lynn  and.^  Oakham,  the

"If  enemy  bombers  did  arrive,  bewilder- 
ment would  vani.sh  and  we  should  know 
where  we  are'  But  the  fir.st  German 
bomb  that  fails  on  an  English  home  and 
blows  an  English  family  to  bits  will  send 
a  wave  of  hatred  for  Germany  through 
this  country  thai  will  a£toiii6li  some  of  us. 

"It  is  not  easy  to  arouse  this  country^  to 
a  pitch  of  fury,  but  one  air  attack  would 
do  it  overnight." 

Mr.  Morton's  testimony  does  not  stand 
alone  Strong  support  come.s  from  the 
great  Lancashire -Cheshire  coalfield.  Your 
coal  miner  Is  the  most  independent  and 
individualist  of  workers.  Moreover,  he  has 
been  going  through  some  very  hard  ex- 
periences ever  since  the  great  strike  of 
1988  loet  the  country  a  large  slice  of  its 
overseas  coal  trade  more  or  le.ss  perman- 
ently.

This  means  that  there  will  be  no  strikes 
m  \mk  ewta  fa>  the  tIeWI  #iifliig  ihs  wa>i  h 
great  effort  will  be  made  also  to  lncrea.sc 
the  coal  output.  It  is  explained  that  this, 
the  first  agreement  of  its  kind  In  the  col- 
lieries of  the  country  will  be  followed  by 
similar  action  elsewhere.

One  who  has  been  digging  into  old  bOOkf 
of  reference  has  discovered  that  Mr.  Win- 
ston Churchill's  lien  on  fame  Is  of  greater 
span  than  that  of  any  other  living  states- 
man.

1902,  Mr.  Churchill  had  thirty-three  lines 
and  Mr,  Lloyd  George  only  six.

READING  and  talking  have  re-estab- 
lished themselves  after  the  first  set- 
back of  war.  The  national  libraries  are 
open,  though  the  Bibliotheque  Natioi\ale, 
the  Mazarine  Library,  the  Arsenal  and  the 
Archives  National  are  all  limiting  their 
hours  of  opening  to  ecoimniize  in  electric- 
ity. They  also  limit  the  numbers  of  read>> 
ers  admitted  according  to  the  accom- 
modation in  neighboring  air  raid  shelters. 
Students  and  research  workers  have  firit 
consideration. 

Many  thousands  of  rare  Volumes  have 

been  removed  to  'places  of  safety,  and 
precious  manuscripts  and  rare  autographs 
as  well. 

Doitns  of  .  the  small  quarter  libraries 

which  had  been  all  tuo  h.i>tily  closed,  as 
some  think,  have  reopened  to  good  clien- 
teles and  the  booksellers  on  the  quays  arO 
spreading  their  wares  for  students,  col- 
lectors and  desultory  readers  to  come  and 
browse  over  them  once  more. 

Public  telephoning  Is  klmost  back  to 

normal,  a  great  joy  to  the  talkative  French. 
This  means  very  largely  that  one  may 
now  telephone  from  the  cafes,  those 
homes-from-home  for  telephone  talkers 
that  take  the  place  of  telephone  booths  in 
other  capitals.

The  National  Mu.'.eum  has  reopened  and 
in  the  new  Trocadero,  built  for  the  1937 
exhibition,  visitors  may  study  the  plaster 
models  of  French  moi.uu.' :  '  md  repro- 
ductions of  France's  famous  sculptures. 
I*art  of  the  Colonial  Mu.seum  at  Vincennes 
is  open  and  you  can  see  Napoleon's  tomb 
at  the  Invaiides.  armored  in  sandbags 
and  concrete. 

There  is,  too,  the  Salnte  Chapeiie,  which 
Is  now  open  to  all  who  can  bear  to  see  It 
denuded  of  its  glorious  stamed  glass  wm- 
dows.

A.R.P.  for  Animals 

LONIX)N  animals  now  have  their  owa 
Air  Raid  Precautions'  organization. 
Thousands  of  first-aid  post.";  are  being  set 
up  fo  ranimals  Injured  in  air  raids,  and 
every  street  is  to  have  an  Animal  Guard 
whose  Job  It  i*;  to  see  that  pets  get  home 
if  they  are  lost  in  a  raid.  The  whole  of 
London  has  been  split  up  into  district* 
controlled  by  volunteer  vetlnary  surgeon* 
and  skilled  helpers,  and  registers  of  ani- 
mals are  being  compiled  so  that  ithe  protr- 
lem  of  strays  aftfr  a  raid  ean  be  dealt 
with. 

Special  attention  is  being  paid  to  the 
control  of  horses,  in  air  raids.  "Horse  emer- 
gen' V  .standings"  have  been  equipped  and 
suitably  sign-posted.

Temperatures  and  Humidity 
InTiportant  in  Storage  of  Bulbs 


THE  problems  of  bulb  storage  in  the 
broad  aspect  includrs  thr  harvesting, 
curing  and  stOrt^ge  or  bulbs  up  to  the 
time  of  repluitini .  The  temperatures  and 
humidity  employed  in  ruriiip  and  storage 
art'  naturally  linked  with  problems  of 
disease  control  as  well  as  with  the  phys- 
iologic, responses  ftf  the  bulbs  them- 

telves. 

In  general,  harvesting  should  be  done 
as  soon  as  the  foliage  of  the  plants  has 
died  down.  Care  in  harvesting  operations 
is  essential  in  order  to  prevent  bruising 
and  other  mechanical  damage,  and  pre- 
cautions should  be  taken  to  avoid  injury 
by  sun  .scorch.  All  cla.s.sc.s  of  bulbs  can~b6 
scriousiy  damaged  by  sun  iicurch.  ^ 

The  harvested  bulbs  should  be  cured 
immediately  by  .slora??e  at  75  to  80  degrees 
Fahrenheit  for  ten  to  fourteen  day.«i  prior 
to  cleaning.  This  curing  process  not  only 
hastens  bud  and  other  organ  development 
but  protects  the  bulb.s  aKaiiist  .storage  rots 
Induced  by  the  green  molds  that  cause 
atorase  rots  in  irises,  tulips  and  gladioli, 
and  the  niold.s  re.'^ponslble  for  basal  rotA 
in  narcissi.  Irises  and  gladioli.

throw  all  the  energy  of  the  plants  Into 

tlif  new  bulbs. 

Humidity  plays  an  Important  part  in 
bqlb  .storage.  Excessive  humidity  pro- 
motes undesirable  root  action  and  en- 
courages storage  rots  On  the  other  hand, 
low  humidity  may  harm  the  bulbs,  caus- 
ing delayed  and  stunted  growth.  Well- 
cured  narcLs.su.s  bulb.s  do  not  root  in  stor- 
age at  a  humidity  of  70  per  cent.  Poorly 
cured  bulbs  will  root  in  storage  at  a 
humidity  of  55  per  cent;  60  to  70  per  cent 
humidity  is  generally  satisfactory  for 
bulbs.         '  .   •  ■ 

Gentle  air  cireulatUm  and  freedom  from 
draught.s  \n  very  Important  In  bulb  stor- 
age. To  provide  Kuod  circulation,  the 
bulbs  should  be  placed  in  shallow  trays 
with  slatted  bottoms  that  will  hold  one  or 
two  layers  of  bulbs.  There  should  be  a 
one-inch  cleat  on  the  top  and  bottom  of 
each  end.  so  that  when  the  trays  are  piled 
one  on  the  other  a  space  of  two  inches 
will  be  provided  for  circulation  of  air. 
Drau^t.s  and  rapid  changes  of  temper- 
ature will  induce  cracking  of  tunics  of 
tulips  and  Irises  and  open  the  way  for 
development  of  di.sease.  Susceptible  kinds 
and  varieties  of  bulbs  may  be  protected 
from  disease  by  dusting  with  colloidal 
sulphur.  __

With  the  completion  of  the  curing  pro- 
ces.s,  the  bulbs  are  ready  for  storage  at 
specific  temperatures  according  to  the  use 
to  which  they  are  to  be  put.  Tulips  and 
narci.s.sl  for  forctiiR  .should  bo  placed  In 
cold  storage  at  46  tu  48  degrees  Fahren- 
heit for  six  weeks.  The  cold  storage  pro- 
motes earlier  flowering  by  .several  weeks. 
On  the  other  hand  iris  bulbs  for  forcing 
are  better  stored  at  73  degreek  Fahrenheit. 
Narcissus  planting  stock  should  be  cured 
at  65  to  68  degrees  Fahrenheit,  and  should 
not  be  placed  in  cold  storage,  which  may 
limit  the  root  action  and  affect  future 
production  Iris  plant iiiR  stock,  on  the 
other  hand,  is  benefited  by  cold  storage 
at  50  degrees  Fahrenhtflt,  especially  the 
bulb.s  which  are  to  become  the  saleable 
forcing  bulbs  of  the  following  harvest,  and 
In  which  repressira  of  flowering  Ih  the 
current  seasm  is  desirable  in  order  to 


Modern  storace  practice.s  with  con- 
trolled temperatures  and  air-conditioning 
have,  according  to  the  manager  of  one  of 
the  largest  bulb  farms  on  the  Pacific 
Coast,  reduced  storage  losses  to  less  than 
1  per  cent,  when  formerly  storage  in  the 
barn  used  to  result  In  losses  Of  15  to  30 
per  cent  annually. 

Another  important ,  result  of  modern 
practices  in  the  curing  knd  storage  of 
bulb.s  is  the  increased  tolerance  of  narcis- 
sus bulbs  to  hot  water  treatment.  Narcis- 
sus bulbs,  which  are  susceptible  to  floWer 
and  foliaKC  distortion  by  hot  water  treat- 
ment, when  preceded  by  storage  at  65  to 
68  degrees  Fihrenheit,  may  be  rendered 
much  more  tolerant  it  cured  at  75  to  80 
degrees  immediately  after  lifting.  It  is 
claimed  that  ten  days  at  75  to  80  degrees 
win  practically  remove  all  danger  of 
flower  damaKe.  while  three  weeks  will 
certainly  do  so,  provided  the  hot  water 
treatment  is  correctly  done  at  the  proper 
time  in  August

Goose  Raising  Adds  to 
the  Farm  Revenue 

GOOSE  raising  rits  so  i  um  niently  into 
farm  practice  that  it  is  surprising 
that  more  farmers  do  not  raise  a  flock 
ol  geese  each  year,  states  A.  O.  Taylor. 
Poultry  Division.  Central  Experimental 
Farm.  Ottawa.  The  two  essentials  to  suc- 
cess In  the  raising  of  geese  are  present  on 
the  farm  as  nowhere  else.  These  are,  first, 
free  range  and  second,  an  abundance  bf 
green  food.  The  am  i  '  f  1  ibor  leciuircd 
to  produce  a  flock  of  gccse  u  remarkably 
small  and  as  goose  flesh  commands  a  good 
price  on  the  Christmas  market  the  labor 
Income  from  goose  raising  is  well  worth 
while. 

Very  little  expense  is  necessary  m  .st.irt- 
Ing  a  flock  of  geeae.  Apart  from  ihe  birds 
themselves  almost  any  farm  has  all  that  is 
necessary  to  start  intti  the  bu.sinrss  of 
.goose  raising.  The  question  of  housing  is 
not  important  as  any  place  that  will  keep 
fhem  out  of  the  snow  and  out  nf  draughts 
Is  qultff  satisfactory.  Oeese  require  no  spe- 
cial feeding  and  wlU  eat  any  kind  of  coarse 
grains.  Much  of  their  food  should  be  in 
the  form  of  green  food  such  as  cabbage. 
mangeU,  or  well  eurvd  ck>m  9t  alfalfa 
hay  whiQh  hM  been  cut  about  th«  tlofrcr- 
Ing  stago 

Little  Care  Required 

DURING  the  layiiiK  season,  hatching 
tunc  and  the  tarty  life  of  the  g'>shn»(s 
'  aitcnUoD  to  dtUU  li  required.  A  utue 


care  on  the  part  of  the  farmer  or  some 

member  of  his  family  to  such  detail  as 
gathering  the  eggs  regularly,  having  the 
wants  of  the  broody  bird  attended  and 
caring  for  the  Koslin^s  for  the  first  two  or 
three  weeks  until  they  get  a  good  start  In 
life  win  often  Increase  the  profits  one 
hundred  fold. 

Geese  are  not  subject  to  disease  like  t 
hens  or  turkeys.  The  goslings  are  hardy, 
grow  rapidly  and  are  ."ioon  able  to  care  for 
themselves.  A  gosling  once  hatched  is  usu- 
iCffy^rfother  Christmas  dinner  and  at  a 

vcrv  low  cost. 

The  fattening  of  a  flock  requires  nO  Spe- 
cial feed>  no  crate  feeding  or  even  pen 
feeding  and  unless  the  snow  is  deep  and 
the  weather  severe,  housing  is  unccessary.  , 
Even  with  cold  weather  a  shed  or  bam 
floor  will  provide  them  with  ample  hous-

IN  the  closest  fini.sh  in  the  history  (tf 
egg-laymg  contests  in  Cat^ada,  a  pen 
of  White  Leghorns  owned  by  F.'C.  Evans, 
of  Abbotsford.  BC,  won  the  Canadian 
contests  which  closed  at  the  Central  Ex- 
perimental Farm.  Ottawa,  on  October  23. 
The  winning  birds  scored  a  total  of  2.705  0 
points,  having  laid  2.592  eggs  during  the 
contest,  while  right  behind  the  first  place 
pen  came  the  Barred  Rocks  owned  by  G. 
H  Kaufmann,  of  Tavistock.  Ont..  with 
2,703  8  points  and  a  total  of  2,426  eggs.  W. 

Hall.  Oakville  Ont  ,  wa."«  third  with  a 
pen  of  Leghorns  which  laid  2.312  eggs  for 
a  score  of  2.613.4  points,  while  another  pen 
of  Barred  Rocks  bred  by  A.  J.  Urquharl,  of 
Greenfield,  Ont.,  was  fourth  with  2,196 
eggs  and  2,475.2  points. 
The  best  individual  record  was  made  by 
*  a  Barred  Rock  owned  by  R.  J.  Adam.s. 
I»arls.  Ont..  the  record  being  312  eggs  and 
344.3  points.  White  Leghorns  from  Fisher 
Orchards.  Freeman.  Ont .  won  second  and 
fourth  honors  amongst  the  individual 
birds,  these  hens  making  records  of  284 
vKK-i  and  277  eggs  with  point  scores  of 
334  2  and  326  2.  Third  place  went  to  O  H. 
Kaufmann.  whose  best  Barred  Rock  laid 
289  eggs  for  a  score  of  333  O  points 

Particular  Interest  attaches  to  the  re- 
sult.<i  of  this  contest  since  It  will  be  the 
last  one  to  be  held.

Fruit  Trees  to  Be  Unthrifty

THE  discovery  is  comparatively  recent 
that  virus  diseases  of  tree  fruits  are 
often  the  cause  of  uiuhrifttne.s.s, 
mottled  and  misshapen  f&llage,  oil -fla- 
vored and  abnormal-shaped  fruit.  Up  to 
a  few  years  aRO  the  cause  of  these  ab- 
normalities was  attributed  usually  to  un- 
balanced or  inadequate  soil  nutrient  con- 
ditions. Unfortunately,  the  symptoms  in- 
duced by  malnutrition  are  often  very 
similar  to  those  produced  by  infectious 
virus  diseases.  The  only  reliable  proof 
that  an  unthrifty  tree  is  free  from  virus 
disease  is  to  transfer  buds  to  a  cor- 
responding healthy  tree  or  seedling  of  the 
same  variety.  If  the  healthy  tree  devel- 
ops symptoms  similar  to  the  unthrlf'ty 
bud  parent,  the  tree  is  infected  with  a 
virus  and  as  such  is  a  menace  to  ^"  trees 
of  the  same  species  in  the  neighborhood. 

So  many  virus  diseases  of  tree  fruits 
have  been  discovered  and  described  re- 
cently, it  Is  evident  that  few  orchard 
areas  are  entirely  free  from  this  class  of 
disease.  The  investigations,  of  the  Do- 
minion Laboratory  of  Plant  Patholo^'y  at 
Saanlchton  have  been  confjned  to  cherry, 
apple  and  pear  trees.  ^ 

In  the  local  experimental,  orchard  ah 
unthrifty  Royal  Ann  cherry  tree  wa.s 
found  to  carry  the  virus  "mottle  leaf." 
This  disease  was  transmuted  by  budding 
and  other  means,  not  tTnly  to  all  tho 
standard  sweet  cherry  varieties  but  to 
Mazsard  seedlings  and  to  other  species  of 
cherries.  The  .same  (iica.se  was  discov- 
ered In  various  parts  of  the  province,  but 
only  In  the  Kootenay  district  were  losses 
conspicuous  through  this  disease.  ■ 

Although  a  mottle  was  the  character- 
istic symptom,  many  varieties  were  lound 
which  brought  about  leaf  distortion  in 
addition  to  the  mottle.  The  economic  im- 
portance of  the  disease  was  clearly  dem- 
onstrated by  inoculatinr  a  fifteen-year- 
old  seedling  cherry.  At  the  time  of  In- 
oculation, fruit  production  was  normal, 
but  two  years  later  the  tree  was  practical- 
ly unproductive  and  it  has  remained  so 
for  the  last  three  years. 

Affects  fruit  Flavor 

ANOTHER  distinct  Virus  dl.sea.se  was 
discovered  In  a  local  Olivet  orchard. 
Unlike  "mottle  leaf."  this  disease  did  not 
alter  conspicuously  the  appearance  of  tht 
foliage  The  leaves  were  po.ssibly  slightly 
thicker  and  more  leathery  to  the  feel,  but 
were  by  no  means  abnormal  in  appear- 
ance. On  the  other  hand,  the  appi  arance 
and  the  flavor  of  the  fruit  were  profound- 
ly affected.  Ripening  wa.s  delayed  often 
for  as  loiii;  as  thn  c  v.  •  •  k  When  only 
part  of  the  tree  was  affected,  the  appear- 
ance of  green  and  ripe  fmlt  on  different 
branches  was  very  conspicuous.  The  green 
fruit  would  ripen  eventually  but  po.sses.^id 
an  ofl,  slightly  bitter  flavor,  and  the  fruit 
pits  were  abnormally  large.  This  disease, 
known  locally  as  "the  reversion  disease." 
proved  to  be  more  infectious  in  the  variety 
Olivet  than  "mottle  leaf"  in  sweet"  xTherry 
varieties,  and  the  .■-ame  di.sea,se  has  re- 
cently been  found  In  the  variety  Morello, 
of  much  greater  commercial  importance 
than  Olivet. 

In  pears,  a  disease  that  is  apparently 
quite  widespread  in  the  variety  Bosc  on 
Vancouver  Island  has  recently  been  es- 
tablished as  an  infectious  virus  disca.se. 
The  pitting  of  the  fruit  closely  resembles 
the  disease  of  apples  and  pears  in  the 
Okanagan  knoA'n  as  "drought  .spot  '  that 
if  caused  by  a  boron  deficiency.  Like  re- 
version" in  the  Olivet  cherry  varfety,  this 
pear  disease  does  not  induce  slgnlflcant 
foliage  symptom.s  Although  this  pear 
disease  was  suspected  as  beli^g  due  to  a 
tlroa  when  boron  was  applied  for  three 
years  In  .suwesslon  without  efTect.  It  was 
not  until  Dr.  Keinholtz,  of  Oregon,  dis- 
covtred  an^  dewrtbed  a  similar  disease, 
that  proof  was  obtained  tha*  the  local 
disease  was  of  an  infectious  nature.  Bvl- 


dence  has  now  been  obtained  that  tht 
local  disea.se  Is  "stony  pit,"  the  virus  dis- 
ease of  Bosc  pears,  that,  is  quite  widely 
distributed  in  .Oregon  and  Wastiington. 

Hits  Gravenstein  Apples 

A CURIOUS  dliiease  was  dlteovered  a 
few  years  ago  In  the  apple  vani  ty 
Gravenstein  that  Is  apparently  of  a  virus 
nature.  The  pronounced  deep  pitting  or 
distortion  of  the  trunks  and  branches  is 
the  characteristic  .sympt^om.  The  disra.se 
ii:  probably  identical  with  what  is  known 
as  "flat  limb  of  ■  Gravenstein"  In  Nova 
Scotia.  The  virus  nature  of  the  trouble 
was  established  by  grafting  healthy  aaons 
on  to  a  diseased,  tree.  Within  a  year  the 
scions  began  to  develop  similar  Ki"<'wth 
abnormalities.  Fortunately  the  disease 
appears  to  be  confined  to  the  one  variety 
and  no  evidence  of  spread  except  through 
budding  and  grafting  has  been  obtained. 

Orchardists  frequently  hesitate  to  re- 
move unthrifty  trees  when  they  appear  in 
their  orchards.  Since  tltere  Is  no  cure  for 
virus  disease,  it  usually  pays  to  remove  at 
once  any  unthrifty  trees,  especially  if  they 
bear  abnormal  characters  known  to  be 
typical  of  virus  disease.  Malnutrition  may 
be  the  cause  of  the  trouble,  but  the  risk 
of  wailing  for  .several  years  for  adequate 
proof  will  .seldom  pay,  for  should  the  con- 
dition be  due  to  virus  nothing  but  re- 
moval will  check  Its  spread.  Virus  diseases 
of  tree  fruits  are  how  so  plentiful  that 
disease-free  trees  as  bud  or  solon  sources 
should  be  selected  with  special  care  by 
nurserymen  and  orchafdists. 

Prepare  Flower  Beds  With 
^  Care  in  the  Autumn^  . 

TO  dig  a  border  successfully,  takej  out 
at  one  end  a  hf teen-Inch' wide  a  ul  a 
foot  deep  trehch,  and  move  the  soli  to  the 
other  end  for  hUing  m  the  last  trench. 
Then  you  can  turn  over  and  work  the  soil 
one  fool  deep. 

Where  tulips  or  hyacinths  are  to  be 
planted,  work  into  each  square  yard  three- 
quarters  pailful  of  well-rotted  stable 
manure  -with  a  dash  of  wood  ashes  for 
the  hya,clnihs,  and  of  bone  meal  for  the 
tulips. 

For  daffodils  use  a  similar  dressing  of 
equal  parts  well-rotted  manure  and  leaf 
mould,  with  a  liberal  sprinkling  of  hom- 
and-hoof  meal. 

Over-manuring  must  be  avoided  where 
fibrous-rooted  planU  like  wallflowers  and 
lorKct-me-nots  are  to  go.  otherwise 
growth  will  become  so  succulent  that  the 
first  severe  frost  will  do  considerable  dam- 
age. Where  stable  manure  was  given  at 
Summer  bedding  time  ^Ive  no  more  now. 
Incorporate  two  ounces  of  bone  meal.  Jser 
square  yard  instead.^ 

Where  no  manure  was  given  earlier, 
work  in  a  little  now  and  make  the  boi.e 
meal  dressing 'half  an  ounce  per.  square 
yard. 

Turn  over  the  soil  li>  fifteen-Inch  wide 
strips,  mix  the  Ingredients  thoroughly  and 
clean  out  the  trench  regularly  as  you  go 
along.  Tread  fairly  firmly,  and  you  are 
ready  for  planting. 

Variety  in  Bowl  Planting 

IN  planting  bowls  with  bulbs  for  the 
Winter  days,  there  \n  no  need  to  con- 
fine planting,  to  d.ifl  'lils.  hyacinths  and 
tulips.  There  are  other  bulbs  which  make 
a  lovely  show  In  bowls. 

Crocuses,  for  instance,  can*  be  used  vrry 
freely.  Then  there  Is  chlnodoxa  Lucllloe 
—The  Glory  of  the  Snow— brlUiant  blue 
flowers  with  snow-white  centre;  sclUa 
slblrlca,  the  Siberian  Squill;  narcissus 
cyclamineus  and  bulbocodlum.  the  latter 
known  as  the  Hoop  Petticoat  daffodil 

And  don't  overlook  the  common  snow- 
drop and  the  large  flowered  snowdrop 
Elwe.sii  They  look  to  dainty  and  haglle 
in  bowls. 


Feeding  and  Management 
Ot  Laying  Hens 


DURING  the  F'all  and  e.uly  Winlor  it 
dties  not  requue  much  change  m 
feeding  or  management  to  upset  the  birds, 
often  resulting  in  a  partial  moult  with 
consequent  loss  of  production.  The  first 
point,  therefore.  Is  to  keep  before  the 
birds  a  cunNt.in!  ..upiily  of  the  .s.inie  lay- 
ing mash,  states  B.  F.  Cheney,  Head 
Poultryman,  Dominion  Experimental  Sta- 
tion, KentvlUe,  N.S.  During  the  Fall  and 
early  Winter  months  the  birds  are  build- 
ing up  tlieir  body  weights  as  well  as  pro- 
ducing eggs,  so  that  extra  scratch  feed  is 
necessary  if  the  birds  are  to  make  sattl- 
factory  progress. 

For  a  number  of  years  the  practice  at 
the  KentvlUe  station  has  been  to  hopper 
feed  .scratch  grain,  allowing  the  birds  one- 
half  hour  at  the  open  hopper,  with  .some 
grain  thrown  In  the  litter  to  prevent 
crowding  and  to  get  the  birds  to  turn  over 
the  Utter.  In  order  to  get  maximum  re- 
sults the  flock  should  be  gone  over  every 
month  to  remove  the-tmdeslrable  birds. 
The  remainder  .should  then  be  fed  all  they 
require.  Birds  that  have  been  bred  for 
egg  layhig  wUl  turn  the  extra  feed  Into 
profitable  production. 

It  is  desirable  that  the  birds  have  a 
plentiful  supply  of  good  clean  water  to 
drink.  The  value  of  milk  In  the  ration  is 
only  beginning  to  be  apineciated.  There 
is  probably  no  h'  t'cr  feed  for  helping  to 
initlntaln  and  improve  the  condition  of 
the  flock.  It  also  helps  to  balance  the 
ration  .so  that  It  is  po.ssible  for  the  farmer 
with  buttermilk  or  skim  milk  to  secure 
excellent 'results  from  a  laying  mash  of 
hnnir mixed  grains  by  adding  10  per  cent 
of  beef  scrap  or  white  fish  meal,  i  per 
cent  of  fine  salt  and  2  per  cent  of  cod 
hver  oil.  The  amount  of  milk  to  feed  will 
be  determined  by  the  birds. 

Green  Feed  Important  | 

GHEKN   feed   in   the.  ration   is  partly 
takei>  care  of  in  that  most  mao,lies 
have  a  percentage  of  cereal  grass  or  al- 

f.illa  i'  .if  meal.  However,  birds  nppreclat-e 
additional  greens,  which  may  be  given  by 
feeding  clover  or  alfalfa  In  a  rack  on  the 
wall  or  In  tlie  form  of  sprouted  oat.s,  cab- 
bage, mangels  and  .some  of  the  softer 
varieties  of  apples. 

It  is  important  that  a  definite  routine 
of  work  be  planned  and  followed,  not  only 
Tor  the  convenience  of  the  operator  but 
also  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  best  re- 
sults. Birds  are  very  ftiuch  creatures  of 
habit  and  appreciate  having  inealf  on 

time. 

'The  pens  should  be  large  enough  (four 
square  feet  per  blrdi;  they  should  be  dry,- 
the  Utter  being  kept  in  good  condition  at 
all  time.  The  ventilation  should  be  suf- 
ficient tq  keep  the  house  in  good  condi- 
tion and  yet  not  provide  draughts  on  the 
birds. 


Chrysanthemums  Need 
Care  ^ 

TO  keep  the  border  chrysanthemum 
plants  going,  faded  flowers  must  be 
removed  every  few  days  Tie  every  three 
or  four  days.  Autumn  growth  is  much 
more  succulent  than  that  of  Summer.  In- 
adequate support  may  mean  damat*- 

De-shooted  Iborder  chrysanthemums 
must  be  di.^biKlded  to  tlje  very  end.  If 
you  allow  all  the  buds  that  form  to  de- 
velop, you  have  trained  the  plants  to  no 
purpo.se  So  take  out  all  but  the  central 
bud  in  each  cluster,  unless  ii  has  been 
damaged  or  is  deformed,  when  the  next 
best  must  be  reUlned. 

with  regard  to  feeding  Follow  leading 
experts,  who  with  tl^elr  late  chrysanthe- 
mums concentrate  entirely  on  attperpiioa- 
l^ate  of  lime,  giving  a  hc«pod-«p  tea- 
spoonful  to  ear'h  plant,  or  one  and  a  half 
ounces  to  the  square  yard  weekly  as  kmg 
as  tb^rc  is'  any  point,  in  feeding.  You  get 
not  only  good  centres  and  fine  blooms, 
but  firm,  weather-resistant  petals. 


Multi-Queened  Colony  of 
Bees  Is  Exception  to 

General  Rule 

IT  is  the  g>  neral  belief  that  a  coKuiy  of 
bees  will  tolerate  only  one  queen  in  the 
hive.  The  only  exception  to  this  Is  at  the 
time  of  supersedure  when  It  is  not  uncom- 
mon to  find  a  young  vifgui  queen  and  an 
old  unprollf ie«queen  in  the  same  hive,  but 
this  condition  is  only  temiiorary,  fOr-SOon 
after  the  young  queen  starts  laying,  the 
old  queen  is  destroyed.  However,  in  a  col- 
ony under  ob.servatlon  at  the  Ejiperiment- 
al  Station,  Kentville,  N.S.,  states  E.  U. 
Craig,  head  beekeeper,  the  old  queeh  was 
also  retained 

In  the  early  FaU  of  1938  this  colony 
superseded  their  queen  and  In  course  of 
time  had  a  young  fertilized  queen  laying, 
but  contrary  to  general  practice  did  nut 
destroy  the  old  queen,  having  apparently 
decided  she  should  remain  with  them  dur- 
ing the  Winter  months  at  least. 

On  May  12.  19S8.  the  colony  was  exam- 
ined and  both  queens  were  found  present 
and  laying  on  the  same  comb  and  on  the 
same  side  of  It.  Two  weeks  later  the  col- 
ony was  opened  in  the  presence  of  the 
Dominion  Apiarist,  ut  which  time  both 
queens  were  found  and  carefully  watched 
■until  each  deposited  eggs,  in  a  number  of 
cells. 

Three  Queens  Present 

THROUGHOUT  the  Summer  the  colony 
was  examined  periodically.  On  Au^;ust 
24  the  colony  was  being  shown  to  a  bce- 
and  thi 


ent,  also  the  queen  cell  from  which  the 
third  queen  had  emerged.  This  queen  was 
inclined  to  be  more  nervous  than  the 
other  two,  but  only  a  few  moments  pa.ssed 
before  she  started  to  lay,  even  though  the 
comb  she  was  on  was  exposed  to  the  light. 

There  were  very  few  dmnes  throughout 
the  Summer  In  the  ten-frame  Jumbo  hive 
this  colony  was  in,  which  is  a  fair  indica- 
tion that  the  queens  had  been  fertilized. 
The  ten  combs  In  this  hive  that  are  two 
Inches  deeper  than  the  standard  combs 
have  been  filled  with  brood  throughout 
the  Summer,  with  the  exception  of  the 
two  outside  combs.^  jvhich  contained  a 
quantity  of  honey,  pollen  and  brood 

Unfortunately,  this  colony  suffered 
heavy  losses  in  brood  and  bees  from  pois- 
oning by  arsenic  .sprays  applied  to  the 
fruit  trees  during  tlie  latter  part  of  May 
and  early  Jime.  However,  they  regained 
their  strength  by  the  time  the  clover  flow 
was  on  and  stored  more  hop  /  than  the 
majority  of  the  colonies  which  had  been 
removed  from  the  orchard  area  during  the 
."^praymg  period  and  had  not  been 
poisoned. 

When  this  colony  was  prepared  for  tne 
Winter  of  1939-40  all  three  queens  were 
present  and  the  life  of  the  hive  was  pro- 
ceeding in  a  normal  way. 

Interplanting  With  Bulbs 
Has  Striking  Effects 

THERE  are  many  fibrous-rooted  Bpring- 
flowering  plants,  including  wallflow- 
ers, polyanthu.se.s.  forget-me-noLs,  double 
daisies  and  viola.s.  that,  by  planting  with 
bulbs,  can  be  made  to  afford  very  pretty 
efTects  next  .Spring.  If,  for  example,  in  a 
shady  bed  gold -laced  polyanthuses  at  nine 
inches  apart  are  planted  with  the  daffodil 
King  Alfred  singly  al  a  foot  apart,  th« 
combination  wUl  be  one  of  striking  charm. 

The  daffodil  Golden  Spur,  or  Spring 
Glory,  used  as  a  background  to  the  dark 
crimson  wallflower  Vulcan,  reveals ,^rfecfc 
color  harmony. 

Whatever  the  width  of  border,  give  the 
back  half  to  dafTodils.  If  setting  out  a 
circular  or  an  oval  bed,  still  work  on  the 
flfty-flfty  basis,  placing  the  daflTodils  at 
the  centre. 

In  a  group  of  beds,  in  the  centre  one 
plant  crimson  wallflowers.  In  the  beds 
immediately  surrounding  arrange  the  blua 
hyacinth  Myo.sotls  at  twelve  inch»"s  apart, 
planting  a  carpet  of  pink  double  daisies 
Six  inches  apait  amongst  them. 

If  there  is  a  third  and  outer  set  of  beda 

In  the  group,  the  tulip  Yellow  Prince  at 
nine  Inches  apart,  with  a  carpet  of  blue 
forget-me-nots  at  six  Inches  would  form 

a  delightful  picture  with  a  fair  distribu- 
tion between  fibrous  roofers  and  bulbs. 

Tulips  and  Violas 

AMO.ST  effective  .scheme  can  b<i.  worked 
out  in  a  border  with  Darwin  tulips  and 
divided  violas.  In  normal  times  It  is  eus- 
1  mary  to  fill  up  with  Darwins  We  sug- 
gest that .  at  intervals  of  one  yard  you 
plant  circular  yard -wide  groups  of  Dar- 
wins at  tan  Inehes  apart,  and  nil  up  the 
>lnterverring  space,  and  amongst  the  tuiipa  >  . 
as  well,  with  violas  at  six  inches  apart. 
White  or  yellow  harmonize  perfectly  with  « 
all  the  Darwin  (olor.<«  mentioned 

From  thest  examples  you  will  see  how 
pretty  schemes  can  be  worked  out  *t 
5inall  ro.st 

In  small  beds,  or  to  make  clumps  of 
Spring  flowers  In  beds  or  borders  that  are 

partially  filled  with  other  plant.-.  th#.  ff,i- 
lowing  Ideas  will  help.  Blue  forget-me- 
nots  company  perfectly  with  pink,  red  and  ' 
white  tulips,  pink.  red.  white  and  yellow 
hyacinths,  pink  double  daisies  are  glorious 
with  white  and  yellow  hyacinths  and 
tulips,  while  cream  and  yellow  polyan- 
thu.ne.'^  .show  to  the  greate.sl  advantage 
with  red,  ruby,  purple  or  maroon  Darwin  « 
tulips.  I 

Have  fl.f  faw'r  s'lbirct  in  the  middle, 
and  band  it  with  the  lower.  To  give  an 
example,  a  beautiful  border  clump  can  b« 
made  with  about  a  dozen  Rev.  Ewbank 
fnllp.'^  in  the  middle  jind  two  rowS  9t 
cream  polyanthuses  around  it.

.A  Dictionary  of  War 
Terms  in  Hie 
News 

The  Corridor.  The  Corridor  of  Poland 
has  been  claimed  by  Herr  Hitler  as  well 
as  the  Free  City  of  Danzig.  A  definite  part 
of  Poland,  the  Corridor  Is  the  part  of  that 
state  which  stretches  to  the  Baltic  and 
thus  gives  Poland  a  sea-coast  Inhabited 
for  the  most  part  by  Poles,  It  lies  between 
West  Prussia  and  that  part  of  the  754- 
isquare-mile  territory  of  Daniiff  nearest  to 
the  city,  which  gives  Its  name  to  the 
whole.  The  Polish  county  of  which  the 
Corridor  forms  the  northern  part  is  called 
Pomorse,  and  through  it  are  railways  on 
which  German  goods  used  to  pass  with- 
out being  subject  to  customs  examinatkm 
and  OMmans  traMlad  wttlumt  paaqtorts*— 

Charge  d'Affalrs.  French  being  the  lan- 
guage of  diplomacy,  an  ambassador's  dep- 
uty has  come  to  br  known  as  a  charge 
d'aflalres,  in  charge  of  affairs.  Some  minor 
states  do  not  send  ambassadors  to  one 
another's  capitals,  but  each  is  represented 
by  a  ebarga  d'affalrei. 

Gdynia.  The  port  and  naval  ba.se  on 
the  coast  of  the  Polish  Corridor  has  been 
constructed  by  the  Poles  within  the  last 
twenty  years.  When  the  Poles  were  at 
wir  with  Russia  in  1820  they  were 
to  use  the  Free  City  of  Danslg  for  naval 
an4  military  operations,  so  the  port  of 
Gdynia  was  started  and  connected  by  a 
new  railway  through  the  Corridor  with 
the  Polish  coal  fields  in  SUesia.  Apart 
from  lt.s  strategic  purpo.se.  it  became  a 
prosperous  port  and  a  rival  tu  Danzig. 

Fereigft  Exchange,  The  Prime  Minister 
has  told  us  that  the  public  can  co-operate 
by  reducing,  as  far  as  possible,  any  de- 
mands which  involve  the  purchase  of 
foreign  exehange.  What  this  means  is 
that  we  are  asked,  as  far  as  possible,  not 
to  buy  foreign  articles  which  have  to  be 
paid  for  in  the  currency  of  the  foreign 
nation  that  supplies  them.  For  example, 
such  articles  as  foreign  toys,  foreign 
musical  instrumantiL  foreign  ohUut,  would 
come  within  the  d€nnition. 

I.R.A.  As  a  word  these  three  letters 
stand  In  Latin  for  Wrath,  and  they  are 
most  appropriate  for  the  methods  em- 
ployed by  the  Irish  Republican  Army,  for 
whish  they  stand.  The  Iii.A.  is  a  secret 
revolutionary  body  having  no  eonheetion 
in  a^y' way  with  the  defence  forces  of  the 
Irish  Free  State.  The  I.R.A.  believes  that 
bombs  and  terrorism  generally  will  compel 
the  British  and  Irish  Governments  to 
agree  to  any  changes  in  the  Irish  Ck>nsti- 
tution  they  may  demand. 


Mother  Nature's  Oddities 


Ocean-Going  Jello 

ONE  of  Mother  Nature's  odd  children 
is  an  ocean-going  mass  of  soft, 
gelatine-like  material  with  the 
rather  misleading  name  of  "jellyfl.sh,"  for 
(n  spite  of  its  name  it  is  not  a  fish.  Fisli 
are  animals  with  a  backbone,  fins  and 
scale.s,   while   tlie   jcllyfl.sh   ha.s  neither

these  masses  of  jelly  are  made  up  of  water, 
and  if  the  animal  ls  wa^shed  up.  on  the 
beach,  sunlight  will  soon  kill  the  creature. 
When  completely  dried  out  by  siinshlne, 
little  will  remain  of  the  body  parts. 

The  main  part  of  the  Jellyfish  body  is 
shaped  like  an  umbrella,  from  which  hang 
cordlike  whips  or  "tentacles."  The  animal 


uses  these  tentacles  to  secure  its  food, 
which  it  obtains  by  a  paralysing  sting 
from  the  small  cells  situated  on  the  whlp- 
hke  body  part.s  In  each  of  the.se  cells 
are  coiled,  sharp,  barblike  spears  with  a 
poisoned  Up.  Prawns,  tiny  cousins  of  the 
.shrlmp.s,  are  among  the  chief  victims  of 
the  poisoned  spears  of  the  Jellyfish's  ten- 
tacles.' The  barb  sinks  into  the  body  of 
the  prawn,  which  is  then  whipped  to  the 
underpart  of  the  umbrella,  where  the 
month  is  kwated.  There  are  no  teeth  in 
tha  mniith  part,  but  it  can  take  in  food« 
A  Jellyf^.sh  with  an  umbrella  three  or 
four  inches  across  will  have  tentacles  only 
a  few  feet  long,  but  some  speeimens  have 
been  reported  with  tciitacle.s  tliat  have 
extended^YM.  120  (eft  into  the  ocean 
depths. 

The  size  and  color  of  jellyfish  vary  with 
the  different  species.  The  "sea-gooseberry  ' 
rarely  gets  any  larger  than  one-half  uich 
across,  while  the  commoner  varieties  sel- 
dom exceed  five  or  .six  Inches  through  the 
widest  part  of  their  bodies.  One  kind, 
the  "sea-blubber,"  grows  to  the  tremen- 
dous size  of  from  five  to  eight  feet  wide. 
The  majority  of  Jellyfish  have  perfectly 
transparent  bodies,  but  on  the  other  hand 
there  are  .speebnons  that  hare  coltjred  or 
tinted  bodies.  Some  even  glow  in  the  dark 
with  a  faint  phosphorescent  light. 

Most  jeiiyti.sh  move  about  by  contract- 
ing the  umbrella  part  of  their  bodies,  but 
some  of  them  spend  their  lives  clingUig 
to  stalks  of  seaweed  or  other  marina 
weeds.  And  all  of  tlie.se  Mother  Nature's 
odd  children  get  tlieir  food  in  the  same 
way— by  poisonous  barbs  that  will  par- 
alyze and  kill  the  sa&aller  ereaturas  of  tba 
ocean.

At  once  he  left 
the  headquarters  of  the  White  Fathers 
Mission  at  Mua  and  walked  down  the  hiU 
to  the  laper  reserve  He  built  hlm.self  a 
small  house,  and,  undaunted,  started  to  do 
even  better  work  among  the  patients,  for 
now  he  could  mix  freely  with  them  and 
could  better  understand  the  point  of  view 
of  siek  people  cut  off  from  the  world.  Now 
Father  Honore  has  had  a  wonderful  re- 
ward. A  few  weeks  ago  the  Nya;>aland 
Oovemment  Leper  Mlssian,  set  up  to  fight 
the  terrible  .scourge  of  leprosy  In  Nya.sa- 
land,  paid  a  visit  td  Mua.  Three  doctors, 
-Who  have  studied  the  latest  methods  of 
treating  the  dl.sease,  examined  the  differ- 
ent cases.  Father  Honore,  who  believed 
he  would  have  to  live  in  the  reserve  for 
the  rest  of  his  life,  went  before  the  doc- ' 
tors,  and  came  away  with  a  beaming  face, 
for  they  told  him  the  Joyful  and  almost 
incredible  news  that  he  was  cured.

Yes.  we  still 
have  It  here! 

-     tShEWmt  UiUr^TRY 

Here  Is  the  effect  of  the  black- 
out upon  these  companies,  ac- 
cording to  their  own  published 
statements.  Bear  In  mind  that 
gas  supply  Is  one  of  London's 
essential  Industries.  It  employs 
nearly  iiO.OOO  men,  and  .serves,  In 
some  form,  practically  every 
household,  iiospital,  office,  busi- 
ness and  factory. 

The  companies  say  that  chil- 
dren, mothers,  wliole  families, 
whole  busine.s.ses,  have  left  Lon- 
don, which  has  lost  nearly  a 
million  of  its  Inhabitants.  Hotels, 
restaurants.  picture  houses, 
theatres  great  users  of  gas— are 
closed  or  are  carrying  on  greatly 
reduced  business  owing  to  'the 
black-out  The  .street  ^as  lamps— 
100.000  of  them— are  dark.  That 
one  lighting  item  in  Itself  reduces 
jthe  annual  gas  consumption  by 
mnre  than  10.000,000  therms^  In 
general,  too.  the  ordinary  cus- 
tomer uses  less  gas.  whether  to 
,save  his  pocket  or  for  whatever 
reason  -poASlbly  a  belief  gas  Is 
rationed.  It  is  not,  but  It  was 
^  ;  proposed  to  do  so. 

Th  short;  the  gas  companies  say 
that  their  ga-s  eon.^umptlon  is 
down  by  more  than  twenty  per 
cent— by  more  than  80.000,000 
therms  a  yew— which  is  more 
than  the  entire  gas  supply  of 
such  a  city  as  Birmingham.  In 
a  full  year,  at  the  present  rate, 
these  six  companies  will  suffer  a 
lo.-  s  of  revenue  Of  nearly  three  \ 
million  pounds.

To  add  to  thi.s  tale  of 
the  by-products  of  gas-makim; 
are  many  and  varied,  and  yield 
considerable  revenue  If  the 
companies  do  not  make  so  much 
gas,  they  don't  use  so  much  coal, 
and  If  they  dop  t  use  so  much 
c  al  they  cannot  produce  the  by- 
products which  are  so  much 
needed  by  the  authorities  So 
there  again  Is  a  loss  of  revenue. 
Still,  there  is  a  redeeming  feature 
in  that  last  matter  Officials  who, 
to  quote  a  prominent  M  P  .  "have 
the  minds  of  robots,"  apparently
